They Rock in the Cradle 
of the Deep. 


Some Days Must Pass Before 
All Get Ashore, 


Rumor That Some Were Fired 
on in Landing. 


Story of the Voyage from Tampa. 
Little Suffering from Seasick- 
ness—Men Confident and Ready 
for Fighting. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

MOLB ST. NICHOLAS, June 21, 5 
p.m. (by West Indian Cable.)—Rear- 
Admiral Sampson says that the gen- 
eral landing of troops of Gen. Shafter’s 
expedition on the coast of the province 
of Santiago de Cuba will necessarily 
be delayed several days. Reports pub- 
lished in the United States to the c:m- 
trary are pure guess work. 

HEARD THE NEWS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

LONDON, June 22.—The Havana 
correspondent of the Times says: 
“Gen. Linares, in command in the 
province of Santiago de Cuba, tele- 
graphs that sixty vessels, supposed to 
be carrying the American expedition- 
ary forces, have arrived off Santiago 
de Cuba. Great enthusiasm prevails in 
Havana. Order is maintained, and.ro 
yellow fever is reported.” 

SUCCESSFUL BUSHWHACKING. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Navy 
Department continues to hear from Ad- 
miral Sampson. The reports last re- 
ceived speak of the satisfactory con- 
dition of affairs, and particularly draws 
attention to the continued good work 
being done by the Cubans. The ad- 
mira! ceys he now has about one thou- 
sand Cubans, fully armed, engaged in 
the bushwhacking work. whith has 
proved so effective in: protecting the 
marines and in preparing the way for 
the American troops. This force of 
Cubans is quite apart from the regular 
force under Gens. Rabi and Garcia, and 
is a detached body of guerrillas, which 
is codperating with.our naval forces, 
rather than with the army. 

The extent to which the Cubans have 
been exposed to action is shown by 
the report reaching the Navy Depart- 
ment that thirty wounded Cubans have 
been placed on the Solace. This is be- 
lieved to be considerably more than the 
wounded from the American marines. 
Later the hospital ship Relief will re- 
ceive the Cuban wounded, as the 
Relief is an army ship, and-the work 
of the Cubans is looked upon as ‘nore 
properly coming undtr the direction 
of the army. 

But pending the arrival of the Relief 
no distinction will be made between the 
Americans or Cubans, army or navy, 
in the assistance which the Solace is 
able to extend. She will wait for a 
full load of sick and wounded before 
coming north, as the desire of the de- 
partment is to take away all of the 
disabled before the most severe period 
of the summer heat comes on. 

PORTO RICO CAN WAIT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
NEW YORK, June 22.—A Tribune 


special from Washington says 
the project to occupy Porto 
Rico is now regarded by the 
highest military authorities, both 


of the army and navy, as practically 
removed from immediate considera- 
tion. Unless the death-rate in Shafter’s 
army from diseases indigenous to Cu- 
ban soil is exceedingly high, the Pres- 
ident’s desire for the prosecution of 
a general agressive compaign through- 
out the entire island of Cuba may be 
promptly entered upon the moment 
Santiago is captured. 

As soon as Gen. Shafter get away 
last week, the officials here, in the ab- 
sence of any orders countermanding 
the original orders for mobilizing the 
Porto Rico expedition, took up its de- 
tails and hurried it along on its orig- 
inal lines, when Gen. Miles returned 
and convinced the highest authorities 
that every resource should be con- 
centrated upon the support of Gen. 
Shafter, whose campaign was of a 
more hazardous nature than had been 
generally appreciated. If there existed 
any reasonable argument for running 
the risk of sacrificing Gen. Shafter for 
the acquisiton of Porto Rico, it has yet 
to be Supported with any telling weight, 
in the opinion of the State Depart- 
ment officials and the members of the 
diplomatic corps in Washington. It 
now appears to be conclusively set- 
tled that no further attention will be 
paid to Porto Rico for the present, un- 
less it develops a strategic importance 
utterly unrecognized at the present 
time..

THE TRANSPORTS’ VOYAGE. 


A Remarkable Journey from Florida 
to the Antilles. 
[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIG 898.) 


WITH THB UNITED STATES 
TRANSPORTS, OFF SANTIAGO DE 
CUBA, Monday, June 20, noon, via 
Mole St. Nicholas, Hayti, Tuesday, 
June 21, 1 am—The fleet of United 
States transports, having on board 1 ,- 
000 men, under the command of Gen. 
Shafter, arrived off Santiago de Cuba 
at noon today, being exactly six days 
out from Port Tampa. The army of 
invasion left Egmont Key at noon 
Tuesday, June 14, convoyed by the 
United States warships Indiana, Cas- 
tine, Helena, Annapolis, Pancroft, 
‘Merrill and Hornet. The passage was 
necessarily slow, as two big water 
barges and the schooner Stevens, also 
used for water, had.to be towed. At 
Rebecca Shoals lighthouse, the fieet 
was joined by the United States war- 
ships Detroit, Mamning, Osceola, Wasp 
and Ericsson. 

When the trangport fieet left Tampa, 
it was the intention of those in au- 
thority to take @@@ western course, 
around Antonio, but later it was 
decided to go via the Florida straits, 
that being a shorter distance. 

After the fleet got into the rough 
waters of the stfaits, the transports 
were formed into three lines, about 
one thousand yards apart, while 600 
yards separated the ships. 

The easily-advancing transports pre~ 
sented a very impressive spectacle, 
Stretching for miles over the blue 
waters. It was one of the largest fleets 
ever gathered together, the grim-look- 
ing men-of-war hovering like watch- 
dogs on the outskirts of tiie human- 
freighted ships. At night every pre- 
caution was taken to guard against 
any possible attack. No lights were 
allowed on the transports, and the 
gunboats in the direction of the shore 
were doubled in number, while at fre- 
quent intervals Shifting searchlights 
swept the waters in the direction of 
Cuba in search of hostile vessels. 
Throughout the voyage not one Span- 
ish gunboat or sign of the enemy was 
seen, 

On Friday, the convoying fleet of 
warships was reinforced by the Mont- 
gomery and Porter, off Puerto Prin- 
cipe. The voyage throughout was tedi- 
ous and uninteresting. To the weary 
soldiers, life on board the transports 
is as unwariike as a journey on a 
freighter. 

The spectacle of transferring the sick 
at sea was presented on Saturday. For 
four hours the fi¢et lay to, while the 
ships’ hoate carried fourteen” ts 
to the hospftal ship Olivette. . In 
rough ‘waters of the Bahama Channel 
this work for the little boats was quite 
difficult, and the hoisting of the limp 
forms to the roiling deck of the Oli- 
vette seemed dangerous. But it was 
accomplished in safety. 

The weather throughout the voyage 
was excellent, and consequently there 
was little suffering from seasickness. 
But fourteen cases of typhoid fever and 
some measles . developed, the former 
being especially on the boats which 
carried horses and mules. Surgeons, 
however, say the health of the men is 
unexpectedly good. 

The first sight of land was obtained 
in the vicinity of Santiago de Cuba, 
and when the topmasts of the blocxad- 
ing ships were seen, they sent a thrill 
of enthusiasm through the soldiers, and 
they are now eageriy awaiting the 
landing in Cuba. The men seem con- 
fident of a swift and easy victory, but 
they seem rather to hope for hard 
fighting. 

The heat and long confinement in the 
holds of the transports have told very 
severely on the horses and mules, and 
many of them died during the last few 
days of the voyage. 

LOOKING FOR A LANDING. 
ON BOARD THE ASSOCIATED 
[A. P. DAY REPORT. COPYRIGHT, 1898.] 

PRESS DISPATCH BOAT DANDY, off 
Santiago de Cuba, Monday nizht, June 
20, via Kingston, Jamaica, Tuesday, 
June 21, 11 a.m.—As soon as the fleet 
of transports had arrived at a point 
about twenty miles off Santiago de 
Cuba this afternoon, the steamer Se- 
gueranca, having on board Gen. Shaf- 
ter and his staff, left the other ves- 
sels lying to and steamed the ilage- 
ship of the American fleet, in order to 
visit Rear-Admiral Sampson. The 
general went on board the flagship, and 
the Segueranca went to Acerraderos, 
about seventeen miles west of Santiago, 
and near which place Gen. Garcia is 
encamped with 3000 soldiers. 

Gen. Shafter and his staff and Rear- 
Admiral Sampson went ashore and pro- 
ceeded to Gen. Garcia’s headquarters, 
about a mile inland, where they spent 
several hours im consultation with the 
Cuban general. At the conclusion of 
the conference, Gen, Shafter and the 
other officers had little or notching 
to say regarding the plans for landing 
the American troops, and for the co- 
operation of the Cubans. The best in- 
formation obtainable is that there will 
be no attempt to make a zeneral land- 
ing for two or three days, but small 
bodies of troops will be put ashore 
probably tomorrow, at several points, 
both east and west of Santiago in- 
cluding Acerraderos. This will give 
Gen. Shafter am opportunity to become 
more familiar with the work befoie- 
hand to ascertain the best place for a 
general landing. 

The transports and the warships 
which convoyed the troops here came 
close in shore this afternoon in full 
view of the lookouts on Moro Castle, 
and they will lie tonight fifteen miles 
out from Admiral Sampson's fleet, 
which is guarding the entrance of the 
harbor of Santiago. 

WHAT THE SPANIARDS SEE. 

The result of Rear-Admiral Samp- 
son’s investigation of the various pro- 
posed landing places was laid before 
the army officers; but Gen. Shafter fs 
not prepared to announce a definite 
selection without investigating the 
matter further himself. 

Gen. Garcia gave the Americans as- 
surances that they need have no fear 
of contracting diseases on the south- 
eastern coast of Cuba, as the climate 
there is not unhealthy, only extremely

IT’S A BIRDIE. 


That Squadron to Fly 
Around Canaries, 


Naval Board Practically Decides 
to Set it A-going. 


The Principal Object is to Teach 
Spain a Lesson. 


If Camara’s Fleet Starts Westward 
He Will Be Tackliced—Otherwise 
the Enemy’s Coast Will Be 
Harassed. 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES. } 

NEW YORK, June 21.—(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A Sun special from Wash- 
ington says the naval war board has 
practically decided that the plan of 
forming a flying squadron for service 
around the Canaries and coast of Spain 
is feasible, and will probably recom- 
mend it to the Secretary of the Navy. 
The board has considered the project 
at several meetings in all its features. 
It is understood that the main object of 
the formation of the squadron is, as 
some navy officers expressed it, ‘To 
teach Spain a lesson.” 

If Camara’s fleet, now at Carthagena, 
starts westward, and thus becomes an 
uncertain quantity, the flying squad- 
ron will be sent out to tackle the 
Spanish ships. If Camara stays at 
home, the flying squadron, may not’ do 
more than harass Spanish commerce, 
and take a few shots at the coast 
cities of the enemy's country. 

It has been decided to send an arn'y 
of invasion to the Canaries, but the 
flying squadron may visit some of the 
Canary Islands and ports, and do a 
little bombarding incidental to search- 
ing for Camara’s fleet. There is no 
prospect of the formation of this 
squadron before the invasion of Porto 
Rico, unless Camara attempts an aft 
gréssive policy. In that event an 
armored cruiser, almost certainly the 
Brooklyn, and perhaps two battleships, 
will be detached from Sampson's fleet 
to augment the flying squadron, leav- 
ing the remaining armor-clads under 
Sampson to engage the forts of San 


Juan. In addition to the Brooklyn, and 
ome or two other armored crulsers, 
the squadron will have the cruisers 
Minneapolis and Columbia, some other 
fast protected cruisers and a few aux- 
illary cruisers. 
RETALIATION BEGINS. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

KEY WEST, June 21, 4:15 p. m— 
United States Marshal Horr received 
instructions from Attorney-General 
Griggs today to hold all persons cap- 
tured on Spanish prize ships until 
further orders. The order created 
much surprise among officials here, as 
all but military prisoners had been re- 
cently paroled and were to have sailed 
for Spain this week. The prisoners 
concerned have been penned up on the 
prize ships in the harbor ever since 
their capture. There are more than 
200. The military prisoners are at 
Fort McPherson, Atlanta. 

SITE FOR MILITARY PRISON.

PEACE NEGOTIATIONS BREWING.

LONDON, June 21.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] The correspondent at Paris of 
the Pall Mall Gazette telegraphed this 
afternoon that it learns from an au- 
thoritative source, in spite of denials, 
that the question of negotiating peace 
between the United States and Spain 
has been for some days subject to 
lively correspondence between the 
chancellories. Some of the Ambassa- 
dors in Paris were instructed yester- 
day to remain on the alert and in read- 
iness. It is expected an event of im- 
portance opening negotiations with the 
United States and Spain will occur 
within a few days. M. Hanotaux, 
French Minister of Foreign Affairs in 
the Meline Cabinet, backed by Aahe 
Czar, has been the principal promoter 
of peace negotiations. 

COLORED IMMUNBS.

That period of time finds nearly 16,- 
000 United States troops lying off San- 
tiago preparing to land; it finds cable 
communication established between 
the government at Washington and the 
advance guard of the expedition in 
Cuba, and it finds Cuban territory in 
the possession of the United States 
marines, backed by a squadron and 
nearly all of the commercial ports of 
Cuba blockaded. This ts all apart from 
Dewey's great victory at Manila, and 
from the splendid results achieved in 
organizing the eplendid armies now 
in camps. : 

The officers of the administration 
feel that they have a right to laok 
back with pride over what has been ac- 
complished in the short space of two 
months, working In a large part with 
raw material in both the army and the 
navy. The government has now deter- 
mined to send heavy reinforcements to 
Gen. Shafter at Santiago. To this end 
the first expedition will leave New- 
port News Thursday morning, carry- 
ing Brig.-Gen. Duffield; a separate bri- 
gade c! the Second Army Corps, made 
up of the Ninth Massachusetts, the 
Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth Michi- 
gan, and the Third Virginia regiments, 
in all about 4000 men.

guished cavalry officer of the regu- 
lar army, arrived here today from 
Tampa, and the present plans are for 
Gen. Henry to command a division 
made up of the brigades of Gen. Duffield 
and Gen. Garretson, this division, 
comprising 8000 men, to be for the 
speedy reinforcement of Gen. Shafter. 
It will at once swell the American 
forces at Santiago de Cuba to about 
24,000 men. But the expeditions will 
not stop at that number, as there is 
a determined purpose to send forward 
a sufficient force to crush any Span- 
ish command which can be concen- 
trated at that point. 

The reports from Santiago that about 
41,000 Spanish troops are in and about 
the city do not agree with the reliable 
estimates in the possession of the War 
Department. According to the latter, 
there are not to exceed 14,000 Spanish 
troops at Santiago, while 100 miles 
away to the northwest, at Holguin, 
the Spanish corps commander, Gen. 
Pando, has 10,000 men. The War De- 
partment is satisfied that the Cuban 
forces under Garcia can keep Bando 
from reinforcing Santiago. Should this 
not be accomplished, the -Spanish 
forces at Santiago would be augmented 
to about 25,000 men. 

The Spaniards are ail well armed, 
well disciplined, used to the climate, 
know the fighting ground of that lo- 
cality, and are as good an all-round 
fighting force as the Spaniards can 
bring to bear. There is no purpose 
on the part of the authorities here te 
leave Gen. Shafter with inadequate 
forces to meet these seasoned Spanish 
soldiers. It is for this reason, in part, 
that a division, probably under Gen. 
Henry, will reinforce Gen. Shafter, fol- 
lowed by such additional troops as the 
needs of the situation seem to demand. 
Up to the close of office hours today, 
neither the War nor Navy Department 
had received any detailed information 
as to the arrival of the troops at San- 
tiago. The entire information today 
was contained in the one brief dispatch 
from Capt. Allen of the signal service 
to Gen. Greely, stating that the troop 
transports had arrived. This was 
enough, however, to. start baseless 
rumors that the actual landing of 
troops was in progress, and one report 
went to the extent of stating that the 
troops were landing under a heavy fre 
from the Spanish forces. 

Secretary Alger and Gen. Miles dig- 
posed of these reports, saying that no 
such information was at hand, and Sec- 
retary Long made the same disclaimer 
for the Navy Department. It may be 
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true, however, that the landing is now 
fin progress, and, although it is not im- 
possible, officials consider it improb- 
able that any landing is going on un- 
der a Spanish fire. The landing itself 
may take considerably longer than was 
anticipated, and officials believe that 
at least three days more will be re- 
quired \before the troops are on shore 
and in any sort of onganized condition. 
Some of the army officials allow even 
more than that time, one of them hold- 
ing that it will take quite a month to 
get all the troops off the transports. 
The purpose, however, is to get off the 
troops first, leavine the stores to be 
taken later, and the siege train last 
of all. 

The officials of the Navy Department 
were not deeply concerned over the re- 
port from Hongkong that the Chinese 
authorities had ordered the United 
States dispatch boat Zafiro out of Chi- 
nese waters without allowing her to 
take supplies to Dewey. The reason for 
this unconcern was the conviction that 
the cruiser Charleston and the trans- 
ports have already reached Manila, 
carfying a large quantity of just such 
supplies as the American fleet there 
would most require. Then, too, it was 
felt that the Zafiro had been treated 
with consideration, and probably had 
obtained all the privileges to which she 
was entitled in Chinese waters. 

It was said at the Navy Department 
that nothing had been heard from the 
admiral himself since a dispatch  re- 
ceived from Hongkong day before yes- 
terday brought to that port by the Za- 
firo. As the dispatch boat left Dewey 
about Thursday last at the latest, she 
could, of course, bring no news of the 
arrival of these transports. 

Licut. G. L. Lowan, who had been one 
of the hardest-worked officers in Capt. 
Crowninshield's Bureau of Navigation, 
has gone to Buffalo, and will take 
there a draft of sailors to man the 
Buffalo, which is now lying at New 
York. Lieut. Logan will be assigned 
to duty on the Buffalo, under com- 
mand of Capt. Hemphill, at present in 
charge of the recruiting service in the 
Navy Department, The lieutenant has 
just returned from a three-year tour 
of duty in China, and had a right to 
expect a long leave and protracted 
shore duty.

troops under Col. Aldea, with the loss 
of several men.

To Gen. Greely and his Signal Corps 
belong the honor of achieving this 
last feat. He was entrusted some weeks 
ago with the task of reéstablishing 
eable and telegraphic communication 
with Cuba. Under his supervision 
Lieut-Col. James Allen of Gen. Miles’s 
staff, with officers and men of the 
Signal Corps, have been busily en- 
gaged in the execution of that work. 
The French Cable Company, whose 
cable runs from Santiago to Guanta- 
namo Bay and thence to Cane Hay- 
tion, where a direct connection is ob- 
tained, will be accorded the privilege 
of restoring communication with Guan- 
tanamo and Santiago, with permission 
to send commercial and domestic dis- 
patches under a strict military censor- 
ship necessitated by war conditions. 

The cable steamer Mancel was e™- 
ployed for the work, and operating 
on these lines, communication was re- 
stored between Cape Haytien and 
Guantanamo about 3 o'clock yester- 
day afternoon, It is expected that to- 
day or Wednesday, the cable will be 
thrown open to the general public, 
subject to censorship. The first mes- 
sage over this restored cable was one 
from Lieut.-Col,. Allen to Gen. Greely 
announcing the reopening of communi- 
cation. Gen. Greely immediately di- 
rected the office to obtain and forwar3 
the earliest possible advices as to the 
arrival of the United States troop 
transports. Lieut.-Col. Allen applied to 
Capt. McCalla, in command of the | 
United States naval forces {in Guanta- 
namo Bay. 

Tne captain in turn sent out a brat 
to Admiral Sampson's squadron, which 
returned with news that the trans- 
ports had arrived safely and were ly- 
ing off Santiago, and that at the mo- 
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ment of the report, Gen. Shafter, com- 
mandine the military expedition, was 
on board the flagship New York coun- 
seling with Admiral Sampson respect- 
ing the landing of the .troops. The 
news was particularly grateful to Sec- 
retary Alger, who, besides the inter- 
est in the safe arrival of the expedi- 
tion, has the natural concern for the 
welfare of his son, an inspector on 
ten.

Another piece of good news that 
came to the department through the

She has been neglected for many 
years at Cadiz, and it is presumed that 
the hasty repairs made upon her to 
provide for active service were not 
extensive enough to make good the 
damage sustained bv. negiect. 

The vesseis that have arrived on 
Santiago with the troops on boara 
of them, according to data supplied to 
the War Department by Gen. Shaf- 
ter, number with the convoys forty- 
nine vessels, and is the most numer- 
ous fleet that ever left the waters of 
the United States for a foreign port.

THE BLOCKADE EFFECTIVE. 


Secretary Long Responds to Criti- 
cisms. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Wash- 
ington Post will say tomorrow: 

“The Spanish government is endeav- 
oring to prove to the European powers 
that the blockade of Cuba is ineffective. 
Naval officers in Washington yesterday 
discussed with no small amount of 
interest the published statements that 
supplies were being smuggled into Cuba 
in large quantities. Secretary Long, 
in speaking of these reports to a repre- 
sentative of the Post, pointed out that 
the President's proclamation did not 
propose a blockade of the entire Cuban 
coast, but only of certain ports, among 
them Havana and Cienfuegos. 

“These ports.” said the secretary, 
“are effectively blockaded. Iam con- 
fident that no ships have been able to 
enter Havana, even while the larger 
vessels of our navy are at Santiago. 
Perhaps a few small schooners may 
have slipped in at night. The block- 
ade of Havana is as tight as wax. I 
am also sure that the entrance to the 
harbor of Cienfuegos is absolutely 
closed. Probably at other places along 
the coast some small vessels have been 
able to run in and out, but there are 
small towns against which a blockade 
has never been proclaimed. I am 
certain that Spain has no ground on 
which .to appeal to the powers against 
the effectiveness of our blockade.” 

“The present headquarters of the 
Spanish smugglers seems to be the town 
of Batabano, directly across the island 


from Havana, and north of the Isle 
of Pines. 


AS soon aS the campaign against San- 
tiago has been concluded several ships 
will be stationed off Batabano. I* is 
not believed, however, thatthe 
smuggling of supplies has reached the 
extent indicated in the dispatches. 

“The Navy Department officials are 
also disposed to accept with consider- 
able allowance the statement that the 
entrance to Santiago Harbor is not 
blockaded by the Merrimac. No in- 
formation upon this point has been re- 
ceived since Admiral Sampson officially 
reported the complete success of Hob- 
son’s exploit, and until definite word 
is received to the contrary, the depart- 
ment will believe that the Merrimac 
absolutely corked the bottle in which 
Cervera has been entrapped. 

“It is believed at the Navy Depart- 
ment that Santiago will fall within a 
few days. Plans for codperation be- 
tween our land forces and the Cubans 
were made by Admiral Sampson and 
Gen. Garcia before the arrival of Gen. 
Shafter’s expedition, and the only de- 
lay will be-in landing and organizing 
the troops.”’ 


ICE FAMINE RELIEVED. 

(A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT, COPYRIGHT, } 

KEY WEST (Fla.,) June 21.—When 
the gunboat Machias came in yester- 
day afternoon, just after the auxiliary 
gunboat Leyden and in front of the 
revenue cutter Woodbury, she stood 
very high out of the water and had only 
ten tons of coal aboard. Worse than 
this, the supply of tobacco 'was entirely 
exhausted, and the men had had no 
fresh fruit for many days. She had 
been out more than three weeks. There 
was great rejoicing anfong the crew 
when the bumboats came alongside 
with ice-cold beer, cakes, ice cream, 
limes and other fruits. The boats were 
soon empty. One of the officers went 
aft to where one of the merchants 
was disposing of his wares to the sail- 
ors, and got two good-sized pieces of 
ice, with which he ran forward. 

‘Diamonds, boys, diamonds,” he 
cried to the other officers, who shouted 
with delight. Ice water was prepared 
at once. The newspaper men produced 
tobacco and cigars, and the famine 
was relieved. The Men of war and 
officers are obliged to drink tepid 
water on their long cruises. They 
have some ice when they start from 
Key West, but it soon gives out, owing 
to the great heat of the ships, and the 
ice-making plants which some of the 
larger ships have are either out of or- 
der or do not yield a large supply. 

Off Cape Haytien during Admiral 
Sampson's San Juam cruise, the Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch boat Dauntless 
twice brought ice to the flagship New 
York, half a ton each time. The price 
of ice in Cape Haytien is $30 a ton. 
The half-ton of ice had shrunk some- 
what by the time it has been conveyed 
through the streets of Cape Haytien 
to the Dauntless, which lay at anchor. 
When the Dauntless reached the ffeet, 
the New York sent out a boat to take 
off the ice. The sun was blistering hot, 
and the ice melted at an alarming rate 
while it was being put into the boat. 
The boat's crew refused to take small 
pieces, five pounds or so, saying that 
they would only melt, and they would 
have to bail the boat. The men were 


r barefooted, of course, and got a good 


deal of comfort out of the ice by put- 
ting their- feet on it. There was not 
much ice to hoist on board the New 
York in bags, but the officers said it 
was well worth the money. 

The ice in St. Thomas is natural, 
from the Maine lakes, carried down 
to the tropics in sailing vessels. The 
delay in the Woodbury’s landing yes- 
terday indicates a tightening of the 
health regulations. She had not landed 
in Cuba, but had taken from Hamilton 
three Cubans, healthy-looking fellows, 
who in all probability were thoroughly 
immune from yellow fever. The nealth 
officer of the port detained the Wood- 
bury for several hours. Heretofore 
there has been no such delay, even for 
boats that had touched Cuba.

While the 
latter will not nearly fill the cargo ca- 
pacity of the transports, they must 
be considered. At least as many more 
vessels are needed, and from this 
time the burden of supplying them will 
rest on Maj. Long and other officers 
of the war administration on the Pa-

not yet in United States ports, but 
their arrival has been anticipated 
with a view to their examination as 
soon as they reach here. The general 
situation regarding the transport ques- 
tion is far from satisfactory to the 
department, as there is a great desire 
to obtain additional vessels at once. 
The officials are urable to say 
whether any of the transports sent 
with Gen. Shafter’s expedition to San- 
tiago will be available for the expedi- 
tion to Porto Rico, yet if practicable 
some’of them will be used. - In this 
event they will be’ utilized either to 
ship troops directly from the United 
States ports or to carry such as may 
be spared from Gen. Shafter’s com- 
mand after Santiago has been reduced. 

The ordering of Brig.-Gen. Schwann’s 
command at Mobile to Miami, Fila., 
is a preliminary step in the work of 
dispatching the expedition to Porto 
Rico. All the surplus rations at Mo- 
bile, which amount almost to a mil- 
lion, will be shipped to Miami. 


CABINET MEETING, 


General Cuban Situation Disclosed, 
No Important Developments, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—The Cabi- 
net meeting today developed nothing 
of great importance in the war situa- 
tion. Official advices have been re- 
ceived of the safe arrival at Santiago 
of the transports with Gen. Shafter's 
army, and a conference between the 
two commanders. If any decision was 
reached as to where or when the dis- 
embarkation was to take place, it was 
not communicated in the cablegrams 
before the Cabinet meeting. 

The refusal of the Spaniards to ex- 
change Lieut. Hobson and his com- 
rades is regarded by members of the 
Cabinet as a trick to prevent the bom- 
bardment of Moro Castle, and as yuite 
in line with the vein of trickery in the 
Spanish character. What further in- 
ducements will be put forward to. se- 
cure their release, if any, are not 
known. 

No late news has been received from 
the Philippines, but no doubt is enter- 
tained in official circles that the first 
consignment of troops has already ar- 
rived there. 

The officials are not apprehensive 
that Aguinaldo, the rebel leader, will 
assume to dictate in any matters re- 
lating to government or disposition of 
the islands when captured. On the 
contrary, it is said that the official in- 
formation received here leads to the 
belief that he will not question the 
supreme authority of this government, 
and will cheerfully acquiesce with 
whatever steps are taken to bring the 
islands under the complete jurisdiction 
and control of the United States. 

PRIZE STEAMER SOLD.

NEW YORK, June 21.—The Spanish 
prize steamer Panama, which was 
captured by the lighthouse tender Man- 
grove off Panama, April 2, was sold 
at auction today, and was purchased 
by the government for $41,000. 

POOR OPINION OF CARLOS.

LONDON, June 21.—The Madrid cor-

NEW YORK, June 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

A HISTORIC MOMENT. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 

YORK, June 22.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] A World special, dated off 
Santiago, via Kingston, says the point 
where Sampson and his small party 
conferred with Garcia is within twelve 
miles of 12,000 Spanish soldiers and old 
Moro Castle. The Americans were met 
by a ragged escort of Cuban soldiers. 
Garcia advanced to welcome them, hat 
in hand, under a blazing Cuban sun, 
so hot that it burned the eyes. The 
moment was historic, and the scene 
worthy the brush of a great artist. 

The hut stands on the top ofa high 
cliff, overlooking the sea, and the fleet 
was in plain view in the offing. Five 
negro sentries, naked to the. waist, 
constituted the guard of honor. In an 
open place lounged about a hundred 
Cuban army officers, well uniformed, 
enda horde of private soldiers of every 
shade of skin, armed with every make 
of weapon known to civilization from 
machetes to Mauser rifles. 

The hut where the commanders were 
in conference is open at both ends and 
all took a place that was in full view 
of the curious crowd. There were some 
strange contrasts. Col. Astor, of Gen. 
Shafter’s staff, was crowded by a black 
giant with only a leather belt to cover 
his magnificent naked shoulders. Gen. 
Ludlow, of the engineers, Gen. Cos- 
tello, Lieut. Wiley, Sampson and Count 
von Goetza, a German military at- 
taché, were clad in spotless white. 

The Cuban officer in a brown blouse, 
and with bare feet, chatted with them, 
while John Lee, the British attaché, 
stood booted and spurred with field 
glasses and a helmet. There were blue 
jackets with their trousers rolled to 
the knee, and a group of ensigns form- 
ing a brilliant background to the prin- 
cipal actors. In their rear were files 
of squatting Cuban soldiers, showing 
their teeth and broad smiles when ac- 
costed, and touching their tattered 
straw hats with respect and  rever- 
ence when the American officers looked 
their way.

8s also a water-distilling plant and a 
carbonating plant, the latter installed 
with the money given by one of the 
relief associations. The capacity of 
the latter plant is more than necessary | 
for the vessel, and the surplus will be 
used for the hospitals near by. 

The navy ambulance ship Solace is 
now in Cuban waters, and this vessel 
with the Relief, will be used inter- 
changeably so far as the occasion 
thereafter may arise. Unlike the navy 
ship, the Relief is distinctly a hos- 
pital ship and will be’ kept at its tem- 

rary destination until its beds are

ACTIVITY AT CHICKAMAUGA, 


Jury Investigating the Offenses of 
the Park Midway. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
CHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL PARK 
(Ga.,) June 21.—Today is another day 
of activity at Chickamauga. Equipping 
is progressing rapidly, and at the pres- 
ent rate the whole army will be armed 
and equipped in a short time. Recruits 
continue to come in by the hundreds. 
It is stated on very good authority 
that Gen. Brooke, Gen. Wade and oth- 
ers at Chickamauga Park have rec- 
ommended to the War Department 
that no troops be moved from Chicka- 
mauga until the date of the departure 
of the invading expedition is fixed.

The generals 
Suggest that this is a better way than | 
to move the troops to the Gulf camp 
and hold them until the expedition is 
ready to start. They believe a higher 
degree of efficicacy can be maintained 
by their plan, and that much of the 
confusion and delay encountered in 
the departure from Tampa can be 
avoided. The department, it is stated,

MOMENTOUS EVENTS, 


Indications That Such are About to 
Come to Pass. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.) 

NEW YORK, June 21.—A special to 
the Times from Washington says: 

“From behind an appearance of un- 
usual exterior quiet at the War Depart- 
ment, certain evidences of the prepara- 
tions for large and momentous events 
which are known to be on foot have 
made their way into the public cogniz- 
ance. Notable among these indications 
of the way the war wind is blowing 
was the announcement that the volun- 
teers encamped at Mobile, on the Ala- 
bama Gulf coast, have been ordered to 
Miami, on the Atlantic coast of Flor- 
ida. There are six of these regiments, 
the First and Second Texas, First and 
Second Alabama and First and Second 
Louisiana, all infantry, and all, from 
the fact of their coming from the lower 
tier of Southern States, are regarded 
as peculiarly adapted for service in the 
West Indies in the hot season. 

“Miami is the southernmost town in 
Ficrida, being situated at the terminus 
of the East Coast Railway, far down 
in the neighborhood of the everglades. 
The sending of the Mobile troops there 
is in execution of the plan d¢termined 
upon as a result cf the overcrowding 
at Tampa. It was decided to use sev- 
eral points for the embarkation of the 
suceeding expeditions. Miami was in- 
spected with a view to its being made 
a camp site by the special army board 
sent south by Secretary Alger two 
weeks ago, and it was one of the places 
suggested as being suitable for the 
concentration of a smell nusber of 
troops, along with Fernandino, Savan- 
nah, Charles and Jacksonville. 

“It was not understood that the 
facilities at Miami are adequate to any 
large number of troops, and the im- 
pression is that few, if any, in addi- 
tion to those already sert will be dis- 
patched there. It was still contem- 
plated to make Fernandina the main 
point of embarkation for the expedi- 
tionary force now being organized for 
the invasion of Porto Rico, when the 
capture of Santiago de Cuba has been 
accomplished. The harbor at Fernan- 
dina is the best along the Florida coast 
for the accommodation of big trans- 
ports, and it is there, therefore, that 
the majority of them will be mobiliz?d.

| Rican expedition undoubtedly will em- 
bark at Miami, Charleston, Jackson- 
ville, and perhans others.of the coast 
points advocated by the army board. 
“For the second section of Gen. Shaf- 
ter’s army, additional batteries of ar- 
tillery are being dispatched at Tampa, 
that port being the destination of the 
battery ordered from Fort Slocum, the 
battery ordered from Fort Adams and 
the two batteries ordered from Fort 
Monroe yesterday.

ORDERS FOR INSPECTION. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Gen Miles 
issued an order authorizing the re- 
cruiting officers in the absence of the 
commissioned medical officers or con- 
tract surgeons, to employ civilian phy- 
sicilans to make examinations of re- 
cruits preceding enlistment, required 
by army regulations at the compensa- 
aon of 40 cents for each man exam- 
ned. 

In order that all parts of gun car- 
riages and guns assembled or mounted 
in seacoast fortifications may be done 
in proper working order, Gen. Miles 
has directed that they shall be subject 
to the inspection of an officer of the 
ordnance department, both during the 
process of erection and completion. 
Ordnance officers are under instruc- 
tions from the chief of ordnance to 
take all measures necessary, including, 
if deemed desirable, the firing of the 
piece, to give assurance of the perfect 
serviceabilty of armament before it 
shall be turned over for use. 

THE ZAFIRO INCIDENT. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 


LONDON, June 22.—The Hongkong 
correspondent of the Daily Mail, tele- 
graphing about the ordering of the 
United States troop ship Zafiro from 
Chinese waters, says: “It is thought 
that this action was in violation of 
international law, as the Zafiro was 
entitled to stay twenty-four hours in 
order to ship the necessary stores. To 
avoid unpleasantness, the captain of 
the Zafiro removed to British waters 
and will return to Manila _ tonight 
(Tuesday) instead of tomorrow. Amer- 
icans here declare that they must 
have a navel base in the East, and if 
they cannot get one by peaceful wneth- 
ods, they must take one by farce.” 

SANTIAGO NOT A BASE. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, June 21.—Now that 
the army is about to set foot on Cuban 
soil, the purpose of this move on 
Santiago was pointed out today by an 
army official fully acquainted with the 
general plans of action. 

He said Santiago de Cuba was not 
to be made a base of operations. 
as it was not adapted for such use. 
Being far removed from the rich and 
populous portion of the island, without 
railroad or ordinary highways for 
transporting munitions of war west- 
ward, the town would. be practically 
useless as a basis of military supplies. 
For that reason, he said, there had 
never been an idea of occupying this 
place as the first base, and then grad- 
ually extending military operations 
westward. On the contrary, this oc- 
cupation of Santiago was but an in- 
cident of the general plan of occupy- 
ing several points, and in due time 
there would be landings at the west 
end of Cuba, just as there had been 
at the east end. When that occurred, 
each point of landing would serve for 
the time being as a base for the sur- 
rounding country. 

Santiago could no more be used as 
a base for reaching Havana than could 
Havana for reaching Santiago. Thc 
occupation of Santiago, he pointed out, 
would accomplish several  incidenta} 
but very desirable ends. First of these 
was the capture of Admiral Cervera’s 
fleet, which would always remain a 
menace and an uncertain factor untii 
entirely disposed of. Another point 
which had come up was the relief of 
Hobson and his brave band of asso- 
ciates, and the raising of the Amer. 
ican flag in Cuban soil, whether at 
the east or the west end, would hav: 
a powerful moral influence, alike stim- 
ulating to our own people and our 
fighting forces, and disheartening to 
Spain. 

The humiliation to Spain was in hav- 
ing our men and our flag placed on 
her soil, whether the particular point 
was to be used as a base of opera- 
tions or not. It would also convey 
notice to the world at large that the 
United States was entrenched on the 
island of Cuba as well as in the Philip- 
pines. Next to Havana, Santiago is 
the largest city in Cuba. Its posses- 
sion means the possession of practi- 
cally the eastern end of the island, ir- 
cluding all of the two eastern prov- 
inces and well up to the famous trocha. 
It embraces also the River Cauto, the 
largest river in Cuba, and the one 
used by Spaniards and insurgents 
alike for their most effective naval! in- 
cursions inland. Although shallow, it 
can be navigated by  light-draugnt 
gunboats, launches, etc., and it pro- 
vides a water highway much better 


than roads, for tapping a great stretch 
of the interior of the island.

LONG INACTION ENDED. 


Invading Army Glad to Reach Land. 
Enemy’s Forces Concentrating. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT. } 

NEW YORK, June 21.—A dispatch 
to the Herald from Port Antonio, Ja- 
maica, says that repeated delay in the 
departure of the army from Tampa 
had made the men with the fleet off 
Santiago impatient, and they awaited 
the coming of their allies with more 
eagerness. For more than ten days 
they had nothing to do aside from 
preventing the escape of Admiral Ce- 
vera’s fleet from th. harbor. Officers 
and men, the fleet having done all the 
damage possible, preparatory to land- 
ing troops, were anxious for more ac- 
tive we. 

Now : it the troops at Camp Mc- 
Calla have been firmly entrenched there 
the Spaniards must divide their forces 
to defend both cities. Our forces thus 
are about to reap another decided ad- 
vantage through the successful landing 
of the marines on the eastern shore of 
Guantanamo Bay. 

Upon the ability of the troops to 
stand the climatic conditions at this 
season of the year in Cuba, will de- 
pend in @ great measure the time to 
be selected for the advance upon Ha- 
vana. If the regulars are able to 
keep in as good health as have the 
marines at Camp McCalla, we may ex- 
pect to hear of speedy developments 
in the situation. 

It is said the men under Gen. Shafter, 
despite their days in close confine- 
ment aboard the trar_ports, are in 
good health. They are eager to get 
at the Spaniards, and stirring scenes 
are certain to mark their landing. 


ARRIVAL OF THE TROOPS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


MOLE ST. NICHOLAS, June 21.— 
{Exclusive Dispatch.] It was 10 
o'clock yesterday morning when a look- 
out on board the armored cruiser 
®rooklyn reported seeing the smoke 
of several steamers away to the south- 
east, and a moment or so later he 
announced that a dozen transports were 
in sight. Then signals were exchanged 
from ship to ship, gladdening the 
hearts of the weary blockaders. 

The United States auxiliary cruiser 
Gloucester dashed away to meet and 
welcome the troops. About half an 
hour later a grim forest of masts had 
sprung up apparently from the sea, 
and a most impressive scene was pre- 
sented as the fleet swept gracefully 
up from the horizon toward the shores 
where a great struggle is to take place. 

The transports were ranged in three 
shifting lines, with the battleship 
Indiana on the extreme right and the 
other men-of-war on the outskirts of 
the fleet. In this order the trans- 
ports and their escorts steamed slowly 
in. An order from the admiral] stopped 
the advance of the ships about fifteen 
miles to the southeast, and, escorted 
by Gen. Shafter went 
orward on the Seguaranca 
with the admiral. 

Undoubtedly some troops will be 
landed at Guantanamo Bay in order 
to relieve the marines there. It is 
generally believed that the main body 
will be landed much nearer Santiago. 

The long and trying journey from 
Tampa has left the men in a much bet- 
ter condition than was anticipated 
There are fourteen mild cases of typhoid 
on the hospital ship, among them he- 
ing Maj. Horton of the Twenty-fifty 
Infantry, and several cases of measles 
but there are no serious cases of sick- 
ness. 

TROOPS AT MANILA.

WASHINGTON, June 21.—[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.]

GEN. MERRITT’S ORDERS. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.} 
WASHINGTON, June 21.—[{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The following order was 
drawn up by the War Department to- 
day for immediate issuance: 
“By direction of the President, the 
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forces comprising the Philippine expe- 
dition, under command of Maj.-Gen. 
Merritt, U.S.A., are hereby constituted 
an army corps to be known 4s the 
Eighth. Maj.-Ger. Merritt is assigned 
to the command of the Eighth Corps, 
with authority te transfer the com- 
mand of the corps to the next officer 
in rank at such time as he may deem 
it expedient as a maiter of military 
administration. in order that he may be 
left free to devote his attention to im- 
portant matters cf governme at con- 
nected with the Phillnpine Islands.”” 

This is the first official information 
concerning the administration's future 
policy in the Philipvines. From the 
text of the order it is clearly evident 
that Merritt will be made Governor- 
General of the islands. 


RELIGIOUS PIONEERS. 


Presbyterians Desire an Understrna- 
ins About the New Fieid. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 

NEW YORK, June 21.—The Com- 
mittee on China and the Executive 
Council of the Presbyterian Board of 
Foreign Missions, to which was re- 
ferred the expediency of opening mis-+ 
sionary work in the Philippines, has 
reported as follows: 

“We feel that the political and mili- 
tary relations into Which the United 
States has been so strangely forced 
with reference to the Philippines and 
also to Cuba and to Porto Rico in- 
volve certain moral and religious re- 
sponsibilities — responsibilities which 
are, perhaps, quite independent of the 
precise character of the political re- 
lations which may hereafter be formed 
with them, and that the Christian 
people of America should immediately 
and prayerfully consider the duty of 
entering the door which God in His 
providence is offering. 

“This appears to be, so far as we can 
judge, the feeling of the Presbyterian 
Church. It is significant that already 
letters have come to the board from 
persons in five different States, urging 
the importance of taking up this work 
and making offers of coéperation in 
men and money, one pastor having 
actually raised and paid over to the 
treasurer of the board $1000 toward 
the support of the first missionary, 
while the general treasury itself gave 
strong approval to a praragraph in 
the report of its standing Committee 
on Foreign Missions to the effect that 
‘we cannot ignore the fact that God 
has given into the hands of American 
Christians the Philippine Islands, 
opened a wide door to their population, 
and has, by the very guns of our battle- 
ships, summoned us to go and possess 
the land.’ 

“However, it is only fair to presume 
that this sentiment is not peculiar to 
Presbyterians. Indeed, there are 
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rumors that the foreign mission 


to consider the question of their rela- 
tion to these opening fields. We feel 
that it would be quite unfortunate if 
several boards should enter any one 
of these fields at the same time, thus 
unmercifully duplicating expenses and 
perhaps introducing elements of 
rivalry. We have heard much in re- 
cent years of the principles of comity, 
and we are earnestly striving to pro- 
mote that comity in lands which are 
already jointly occupied.

recommend the executive council be 
directed to hold an early conference 
with the representatives of the Ameri- 
can Board, the Baptist Mission Union, 
the Missionary Society of the Metho- 
dist Episcopal Church, and the Board 
of Foreign Missions of the Reformed 
Church in America, with a view to a 
frank and mutual understanding as to 
the responsibilities of f-merican 
Christians to the people of Cuba. Porto 
Rico and the Philippine Islands, and 
an agreement as to the most effective 
distribution of the work among the 
several boards if it shall be found ex- 
pedient and practicable to undertake

THE ST. LOUIS’S LOG. 


Interesting Chips Taken After the 
Second Cruise. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


ON BOARD THE UNITED STATES 
CRUISER ST. LOUIS, off Santiago, 
Junel4.—[{Associated Press Correspond- 
ence.] Following are interesting ex- 
tractsfrom the log of the second cruise 
of this ship, once one of the “cracks” 
of the American line: 

“Monday, May 30.—Capt. Goodrich 
received urgent orders to proceed to 
sea. At 3 D.m., finished taking on 
stores, cast off from the American-line 
pier, and proceeded down the bay. 
Passed Sandy Hook lightship and 
steered south. Marines busily engaged 
placing four extra guns in position; 
crew assisting and clearing up ship. 

“Tuesday, May 31, 10 a.m.—Albert 
Turner, cook, was found missing; every 
search was Made without finding any 
trace of him. Supposed he must have 
jumped overboard while temporarily 
insane. 

“Friday, June 3, 7 a.m.—Sighted the 
fleet in Santiago. At 8 a.m., arrived 
alongside the flagship New York. After 
breakfast, Capt. Goodrich went on 
heard to confer with the admiral and 
the captains of the other ships. 

“Saturday, June 4.—Shortly after 
midnight we proceed at full speed. An 
alarm was signaled that a torpedo boat 
vas escaping. We found later that it 
was a train running over trestle work 
close to the water’s edge. Several shots 
were fired from the ships of the fleet, 
At 3 p.m. received orders from the ad- 
miral to proceed at once to Guanta- 
namo; Marblehead and Yankee to ac- 
company us. Left about 11 p.m. ‘The 
two latter ship’s orders were counter- 
manded. 

“Sunday, June 5, 5 a.m.—Arrived at 
Guantanamo; found no Marblehead or 
Yankee there; returned and arrived off 
Santiago, 9 a.m.; found flect as usual. 


doing nothing in particular. 6 p.m., 
left with dispatches for Mole St. 
Nicholas. 


“Monday, June 6.—Arrived at Mole 
St. Nicholas; read dispatches on board. 
and left at once for Santiago, 140 miles. 
Arrived at 9:20 p.m., after being chased 
»y torpedo boat Porter, her com- 
mander taking us for an enemy until 
we fired. Then she showed her night 


signals. At 11:55 p.m,, received orders 
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confidential 


from the admiral to proceed at once 
to Guantanamo. 

“Tuesday, June 7, 9:30 a.m.—Arrived 
at Guantanamo; found Marblehead and 
Yankee waiting for us. We led the 
way into the harbor, feeling our way 
with the lead: Marblehead and Yankee 
following, all three ships firing from 
both sides until reaching shallow 
water. Then Marblehead and Yankee, 
being of less draught, passed us, feel- 
ing their way around the point and in 
range of the fort and gunboats; opened 
their batteries with full force, 5-inch 
guns telling everytime. 

“In the mean time the St. Louis kept 
up a constant fire with her 6-pounders, 
crew with rifles and revolvers, particu- 
larly the “black watch,” under Mr. 
Walls, chief engineer of the St. Louis, 
the object ®eing to grapple and cut the 
cable running to Santiago (old friends 
of May 19.) When the Marblehead had 
gained the point inside the harbor, her 
shells set fire to some works, and in a 
very short time the whole village was 
in a blaze; log house on the hill also 
in a blaze and fell in. 

“The St. Louis, in position, lowered 
her grapples over starboard side and 
steamed slowly across the harbor. In 
a very short time the grapnel caught 
the cable, which was successfully 
hauled in about 1 p.m. and cut and de- 
stroyed. The St. Louis then steamed 
across the harbor, grappling for the 
cable running from Guantanamo to 
Mole St. Nicholas. About 7 p.m. a cheer 
came from the forecastiehead. The 
second cable was hauled in sight, 
making the St. Louis's third battle 
one grand success, cutting two cables 
in one day under fire. After cutting 
the second cable, Capt. Goodrich 
wished Capt. McCalla of the Marble- 
head and Capt. Brownson of the Yan- 
kee good-by, and the St. Louis started 
on a mission of her own. 

“Thursday. June 9%.—Cruising off 
Morant Point, Jamaica, 2:30 a.m., 
sighted a steamer, bore down on her, 
put searchlights to bear on her and 
when abeam fired two guns, one astern 
and one forward, meaning that she 
must heave to. tead her name dis- 
tinctly, “Twickenham of London,’ the 
prize we were locking for, laden with 
cecal for the Spanish fleet. She came to 
at once. We lowered our boat, and 
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land and sell the coal. This the 
French authorities would rot allow, 
Then he called at Jamaica, intending 
to land them there; thus we were bere 
to intercept him, which we have @one 
and put a prize crew on board, com. 
sisting 6f Ensign Payne, Midshipman 
Goodrich, two engineers, six firemen, 
six sailors and six marines, all armed 
to the teeth, with instructions to keep 
in company with us to Santiago to ré- 
port the case to Admiral Sampson. 

“Ensign Payne said that he found on 
board a Spanish officer. Capt. Goodrich 
signalled back, ‘Search him for papers, 
then confine him.’ The captain of the 
steamer concealed this fact. In thag 
case the ship will be confiscated as well 
@s the cargo. This is a great streak 
of good luck for the St. Louis.”

WASHINGTON, June 21.—SENATE. 
Almost immediately after the Senate 
convened the resolution for the an- 
nexation of Hawaii was laid before it. 
Pending its consideration, Mr. Roach 
of North Dakota, who had been quoted 
in a Washington paper as favorable 
to the annexation of Hawaii, rose to 
& question of personal privilege. He 
said he had not made the statement 
attributed to him, and as a matter of 
fact, Was opposed and always had been 
opposed to the annexation of Hawaii. 

Mr. Mitchell of Wisconsin delivered 
a speech in opposition to annexation. 
He declared that the nation just now 
was shorn of its judgment. The ef- 
fort to establish our government in the 
Far East and the adoption of a policy 
of imperialism was evidence of that. 
He thought the seizure of Hawaii 
would remove all doubt as to our land- 
grabbing intentions. 


MR. WHITE SPEAKS. 
[ASSOCIATED I’RESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, June 21.—Mr. Mit- 
chell declared the annexation project 
was a clumsy cover for the sugar mag- 
nates from around the edge of which 
the saccharine juice dripped to the ad- 
Vantage of all those who cared to 
avail themselves of it. 

At the conclusion’ of Mr. Mitchell's 
speech Mr. White of California, the 
leader of the opponents of annexation 
took the floor. A call for a quorum Ly 
Mr. Jones of Arkansas developed the 
presence ‘of sixty-cne Senators. “Mr. 
White maintained that the «question 
pending was not only of vital impuor- 
tance, but the issues presented with it 
deserved and ought to have the care- 
ful consideration of all. He declared 
that territory had been acquired by 
treaty but in no case had territory 
been acquired by such a “monstrous 
piece of folly and contradiction” as 
was the pending resolution. The reso. 
lution he said declared that there had 
been a session which Congress 
was to “accept, ratify and confirm.” 
He demanded to know what cession 
had been made and what had been a 
cession. He maintained there had 
been no cession, as there could not 
have been without the concurrence of 
both parties. 

“I would be ashamed of this Sen- 
ate,”” declared Mr. White, “if it should 
pass the pending resolution,, contain- 
ing such a contraction of names. I 
should be ashamed of the Senate if it 
should adopt a declaration of a ces- 
sion that had never existed as a fact.” 

Referring to the possibility of an- 
nexation of the Hawaiian Islands by 
legislative action, Mr. White con- 
tended that the Executive would he 
justified in taking possession of foreign 
territory only as an act of war, and 
only from the enemy... Mr. White gave 
some attention to the possibility of the 
Hawaiian Islands becoming a State of 
the Union in case of the annexation, 
and congratulated the country upon 
the fact that no one had been fraywd 
to contend for this right. He charac- 
terized the conditions on the islands as 
a heterogeneous compound of manifest 
inefficiency. 

He contended that there were other 
questions than the annexation of Ha- 
wali involved in the present discus- 
sion. He referred to the assertion that 
the American flag, once unfurled in a 
country could not be taken down, and 
recommended that whether this was 
true must depend upon the circum- 
stances under which it was raised. It 
must depend upon whether it is justly 
or unjustly raised. If planted as a re- 
sult of uncalled-for invasion, and in a 
spirit of conquest and of rapine and 
murder, it could be maintained, but if 
planted on foreign soil under proper 
and patriotic circumstances, it must be 
maintained there, if to do so should 
cost the country its greatest strength, 
its most powerful effort and the best 
blood of the nation. 

Mr. White read, among other things, 
an elucidation of the Monroe doctrine, 
and then said: “In this mad race for 
power, in this mad race for conquest 
of territory, let us consider most care- 
fully the doctrine of Monroe. It is idle 
for Senators to say we must extend 
our domination over the world. In 
enunciating the Monroe doctrine we 
announced that we desired no inter- 
ference of European powers with af- 
fairs in this hemisphere, but by those 
who framed that doctrine it was in 
contemplation that we ourselves had 
no intention to interfere with the ter- 
ritorial possessions outside of this 
hemisphere, 

“The acquisition of the Hawaiian 
Islands would be the entering wedge of 
that imperialistic policy, which is as 
foreign to the purposes in view 
when this government was organized 
as were the purposes of the most 
despotic government on earth to our 
system.” 

In the course of his speech, Mr. 
White had read by the clerk a protest 
of the Japanese Minister to this coun- 
try against the arguments and con- 
clusions of the Foreign Relations Com- 
mittee, as presented in its report on 
the Hawaiian treaty. The particular 
object of the Minister’s criticism was 
the statement of the committee con- 
cerning the purpose of the Japanese 
government to interfere in Hawaiian 
affairs. As the clerk was about com- 
pleting the reading of the document, 
Mr. Morgan rose and indignantly com- 
mented upon such a criticism of the 
Senate committee. He declared that 
no foreign Minister had any right to 
send to the Senate such an attack upon 
Senators. Mr. White said the Minister 
had not sent the document to the Sen- 
ate. He had brought it himself. 

“Is it an official paper?’ inquired 
Mr. Morgan. 

“It has been filed,”’ replied Mr. White. 
“IT have presented it’ here, and have 
used it as a part of my remarks. It is 
apposite and relevant to the conclu- 
sions of the Committee on Foreign Re- 
lations. 

“Is it an official paper?” persisted 
Mr. Morgan. “I ask for information.” 

Mr. White declined to say whether 
or not it was official. 

“If it is an official document filed 
by the Japanese Minister to this coun- 
try,”’ declared Mr. Morgan, “it is a very 
outrageous assault upon the privileges 
of the Senate.” 

Mr. White said there was nothing 
mysterious about the paper, and it did 
not infringe upon the rights of the 
Senate. “I am calling the report of 
the committee into’ question; I am 
criticising it, as I have a right to do 
so. If it is not a copy of an authentic 
document, the argument is good, and I 
adopt it.” 

“I do not object,” said Mr. Morgan, 
“to the Senator making use of any 
material he desires. I do not object 
to what T°censider the wrong of the

“I do not say the document was cer- 


tified to by the Japanese Minister,”

At 4:30 p.m,, the Hawaiian resolu- 
tion was laid aside, Mr. White having 
spoken for three hours and a half and 
not having concluded, 

Mr. Pettigrew of South Dakota, 
chairmgn of the Committee on Indian 
Affairs, presented a conference report 
upon the Curtis Bill for the protection 
of the people of the Indian Territory, 
and it Was agreed to. 

Bills were passed to permit the State 
of Utah to select certain granted lands; 
to amend an act entitled “An act to 
provide for temporarily increasing the 
military establishment of the United 
States in time of war.”’ 

At 5:25 p.m., the Senate went into 
executive session, and soon afterward 
adjourned. 


WAR REVENUE BILL. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 
WAGHINGTON, June 21.—The Sen- 
ate Committee on Finance will not 
recommend any changes of any kind in 
the War Revenue Bill, notwithstand- 
ing the Treasury Department’s desire 
for a delay in beginning operation un- 

der the bill. 

Relative to the statement by the 
Secretary of the Treasury that it is 
desirable to have the stamp tax por- 
tion of the War Revenue Bill go 
into effect July 15, it is stated that the 
Senate Finance Committee is of the 
opinion that the extension should not 
be made. A member of the committee 
says the date fixed was suggested by 
the Internal Revenue Bureau, that an 
extension would mean a great loss to 
the government, a: *, besides, if the 
question is once opened, the bill will 
be loaded with amendment4 in the 
Senate, and it would be difficult to se- 
cure any action. Many amendments 
have been suggested, and the House 
has sent a bill to the Senate, but it 
will not be reported.

BESET BY TEMPTATION.. 


EX-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND SEES 
PERIL AHEAD FOR AMERICA, 


He Arises to the Emergency and 
Seizes the Occasion at a School 
Commencement to Adopt the 
Plan of “Don’t.” 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PRINCETON (N. J.,) June 21.— 
Grover Cleviand delivered the annual 
Founders’-day address of the com- 
mencement exercises of the Lawrence- 
ville school here today. His address 
was entitled “Good Citizenship,’ and 
in the course of his remarks, he said: 

“The American people are tempted 
every day and every hour to abandon 
their accustomed ways and enter upon 
a course of new and strange adventure. 
Never before in our history have we 
been beset with temptations so dan- 
gerous as those which now whisper in 
our ears alluring words of conquest 
and expansion, and point out to us 
fields bright in glory. I only recently 
saw a very useful book entitled ‘Don’t.’ 
It contained a statement of numerous 
things which. should not be done. I am 
inclined to adopt the plan of this book 
to the extent of cautioning you against 
the imperfect ideas of civic duties and 
warn you against certain dangers 
which threaten the soundnes and 
safety of true American citizenship, 
and which especially at this particular 
time seem to lf in wait for us on 
every side.” 

Continuing, he said: 

“With our first century‘’s tremen 
dous growth and advancement before 
our eyes as proof of the strength and 
efficiency of constant Americanism, 
you will find in the beginning of our 
second century proof of the abun- 
dance of our present domain in mil- 
lions of acres of government territory 
still unoccupied. In view of these 
things, and considering our achieve- 
ments in the past and our promise for 
the future, recalling what we have 
done and what we have been and what 
will yet remain for us to do, under 
the guidance of the rules and motives 
which have thus far governed our na- 
tional life, you surely eve entitled to 
demand the best of reasons for a 
change in our policy and conduct, and 
to expect a conclusive explanation of 
the conditions which make our ac- 
quisition of new and distant territory 
either justifiable, prudent or neces- 
sary. 

“The great American general of this 
country, after leading immense armies 
to victory and after having served 
two terms as President, said: ‘I never 
went into a battle willingly or with 
enthusiasm. I was always glad when 
a battle was over. I never want to 
command another army. I take no in- 
terest in armies.’ When he wrote, ‘Let 
us have peace,’ he gave to his country- 
men of this future generation the 
most inspiring example of greatness 
and true American citizenship. Sher- 
man, who marched to the sea, and had 
his full share of the glories and tri- 
umphs of war, gave his own descrip- 
tion of it in his own style, when he 
said: ‘War is hell.’ 

“We are told that the brave and 
gallant Admiral Dewey, whose recent 
daring achievements and successes in 
war have added new glory to his 
country’s name, and aroused the en- 
thusiasm of every American, while 
waiting in a fereign port for the com- 
mand that sent him to the scene of his 
victory, wrote these words to his sis- 
ter: ‘But after all, war is a terrible 
thing, and some way out of the di- 
lemma may be found without resort- 
ing to it.’ 

“In our present predicament of war. 
we need have no fear that American 
courage in battle will fail to bring us 
victory, but I pray you not to forget 
that, when the clash of arms is still 
and the courage of .the soldier has 
done its work, we shall greatly need, 
in dealing with a problem that will 
confront us, a steady and uncompro- 
mising moral courage, which, unmoved 
by clamor and undisturbed. by the 
excitement of triumph, will demand 
the things that true American citizen- 
me decides to be right and just and 
safe.”

PEOPLE ARE DROWNED.

MANY BODIES RECOVERED. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, June 21.—The bodies of 
5 men, 18 women and 11 children 
have been recovered at Blackwall. The 
Duke and Duchess of York have tele- 
graphed assurances of their profound 
regret and sympathy. Thousands who 
witnessed the launching, including the 
royal party, left the scene ignorant of 
the disaster. 

The staging that was destroyed had 

been erected for workmen near the 
stern of a Japanese cruiser in course of 
construction in the Blackwall yards, It 
was a lighf structure about fifty feet 
long, and notices had been posted 
warning the public that it was danger- 
ous. 
Despite the efforts of the police, some 
200 people invaded the staging which 
commanded a good view of the launch- 
ing. Two great waves completely de- 
molished it, and on receding carried 
most of its occupants into deep water. 
The water was alive with struggling 
people and floating débris. It was a 
scene of terrible confusion. The shrieks 
of the unfortunate people mingled with 
the cheers over the success of the 
launching. 

Fortunately, there was plenty of help 
near, in the shape of police boats and 
other craft. The shipbuilders, with 
drags, and the firemen’who partici- 
pated, were all prompt in affording 
succor.. A number of nurses who had 
come to witness the launching were 
among those engulfed. Some of these 
and many others were revived by arti- 
ficial respiration. Some were injured 
by colliding with the débris. 

Heartrending scenes have been wit- 
nessed throughout the evening, as the 
identification of the dead slowly pro- 
ceeded.

The flour mill of Blodgett’s Milling Com- 
pany, one of the largest in Southern Wiscon- 
sin, burned to the ground yesterday morning. 

The loss will be over $50,000, partly covered 
by insurance. About two hundred men will 
be cut of employment. é 

An Akron (O.) dispatch says a street car on 
the line from that city to Cuyahoga Falls 
jumped the track and turned over yesterday 
afternoon. Nearly twenty people were hurt, 
some very seriously. 

. The Brussels correspondent of the London 
Daily Chronicle says Prof. Riviera of the Uni- 
versity of Brussels has been appointed arbi- 
trator to fix the amount of indemnity to be 
paid by Russia to Great Britain for the seiz- 
ure of Canadian vessels on the Russian seal- | 
ing grounds. 

A band of forty brigands, according to a 
special dispatch from Constantinople to Lon- 
don, has abducted a sister of the Sultan. The 
Princess was seized while she was walking 
at Kizeletoprak, a few miles from Constanti- 
nople, where she resided. 

Col. W. J. Bryan has just taken up his head- 
quarters at Old Fort Omaha, and is now put- 
ting in his time studying tactics and prepar- 
ing himself for his duties as a soldier. Col. 
Bryan's regiment will be in camp at Omaha 
inside of ten days. 

A Madrid dispatch says that in Chamber 
yesterday, during the debate om the Philip- 
pines, Sefior Moret, formerly Minister for the 
Colonies’ accepted the responsibility for the 
Biacknabato treaty which Marshal Riviera 
negotiated while Captain-General. e 
Clared that the treaty contained no secret 
conditions, ana maintained that the peace 
thereby attained was cffective, declaring that 
“the new rebellion is wholly due to the base 
conduct of the Yankees.’’ 

The Madrid correspondent of the London 
Times says El Diario de Barcelona, one of 
the most important of the »rovincial news- 
papers, strongly urges the immediate con- 
clusion of peace ‘‘because every day's delay 
raises the price at which peace is cbtain- 
able, and the American resources are such 
that even if all the American squalrons are 
destroyed, Spain ought still to demand peace 
at any price.’’ 

A Managua, Nicaragua, dispatch says the 
delegates from Salvador, Honduras and Nica- 
ragua, who have assembled at Managua to 
formulate the constitution of the Federal 
Union, have elected Sefior Angelo Uriarte 
president. All the members of the Consti- 
tutional Assembly are below the middle age. 

In consequence of the renewal of alarming 
reports as to the health of the Pope, Dr. 
Lapponi, his physician, yesterday seid at 
Rome: “His Holiness has quite recovered 
a slight attack of rheumatism in the 
shoulder.

CLIMATE AND CROPS, 


The Former Normal and the Latter 

e More Than Favorable. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.) 

SAN FRANCISCO, June 21.—The 
following is a summary of the crop 
conditions existing in California for 
the week ending June 20: 

Except in the extreme northwestern 
portion of the State, no rain fell dur- 
ing the third week in June. At Eureka 
the precipitation was more than double 
the normal amount, but elsewhere it 
was less than normal. The tempera- 
ture was nearly normal. 

The week was good for haying and 
much hay was cut. In some ‘counties 
there are reports of a heavy yield of 
hay and grain of all kinds, all of 
excellent quality. Second crop of al- 
falfa has been favored by the weather. 
Much Egyptian corn has been planted. 
Fruits, excepting apricots and al- 
monds, are generally in good condition. 
Peaches are better than expected. 
Cherries are plentiful. Grapes promise 
a very large yield, especially raisin 
grapes; some muscats have dropped, 
either because of high winds or la%< 
of vitality. Pears and prunes vary, ° 
being plentiful in some sections and 
scarce in others. Apples will make a 
heavy crop. Honey is reported a fail- 
ure in some counties, Beets, potatoes, 
and all vegetables are doing well. 


Widber Pleads not Guilty. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 21.—A. C. 
Widber, the defaultnig City Treasurer, 
was before Judge Cook today to plead 
to the four indictments for felony em- 
bezzlement found against him by the 
different grand juries which have con- 
sidered his case. Judge Cook opened 
the proceedings by denying the mo- 
tions he had under consideration to set 
the indictments aside on account of 
prejudice on the part of grand jurors. 
Widber was then called on to plead, 
and in each case entered a plea of 
not guilty. On motion of the defense, 
it was agreed to have the cases go cn 
the calendar on August 15 to be set for 
trial. It will be remembered that when 
Widber was arrested he stated that 
he would plead guilty of embezzling 
the county funds. 


Exaggerated Reports of Wreckage.

There have been no wrecks on 
the lakes above the cafion for nearly 
a fortnight, as the ice has ceased to

CONSERVATION OF TRADE. 


American Asiatic Association Formed 
by Prominent Representatives, 
[A. P. BARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


BOSTON, 21.—An_ important 
movement, having for its object the 
conservation of American trade ‘n the 
Far East, has been set un foot by Bos- 
ton merchants. Prominent representa- 
tives of trade have held meetings, and 
an American-Asiatic Association has 
been formed for the purpose, as stated 
in its constitution, “of fostering and 
safeguarding the commercial interests 
of the United States and others asso- 
ciated therewith: in the empires of 
Japan, China, Korea, the Philippines 
and elsewhere in Asia or Oceania.” 

The project has been under discus- 
sion for some time, and is the outcome 
of the aggressive attitude on the part 
of European countries which have of 
late menaced American commercial 
interests in the Orient. 

It is the intention of the association 
to secure the advantages of sustained 
watchfulness and readiness of action 
which will issue from watchful and 
permanent organization all matters 
in connection with Asiatic trade or 
legislation, or treaties affecting the 
same, and to provide for convenient 
ascertainment and distribution of in- 
formation affecting the interests of its 
members. 

It is believed that this organization, 
consisting of representative firms en- 
gaged in exporting goods to the coun- 
tries named, cannot fail to be a valu- 
able acquisition in promoting trade in 
a direction where, though the United 
States has made considerable headway, 
are still far behind commercial rivals. 
The promoters consider that the op- 
portunities for extensive transactions 
in the Far East are beyond those pre- 
sented in any other quarter.

GEN. GROSVENOR OUTLINES PRESI- 
DENT McKINLEY’S POLICY. 


Arkansas Democrats Meet at Little 
Rock and Indorse the War Pol- 
. fey—Michigan Populists not 
Unanimous, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

COLUMBUS (Ohio,) June 21.—The 
Republican State convention today 
was almost free from the factional 
fighting of former years. The “na- 
tional administration” Republicans 
were so strong that the opposition to 
them was not felt anywhere. Of four 
Congress districts in which there were 
contests, that of the Twenty-first dis- 
trict, in which the delegation of Mayor 
McKisson of Cleveland figured, was 
the only one of any proportions. 

The McKisson contests, which kept 
the Committee on Credentials in ses- 
sion all night, and all the other con- 
tests were decided against the already 
‘very small minority. The new State 
committee did not organize, awaiting 
the report on credentials, but it is 
understood that Cyrus Huling will be 
chairman of the Central Committee, 
and H. M, Daugherty, chairman of the 
Executive Committde, both close 
friends of Senator Hanna. There are 
differences of opinion in the Committee 
on Resolutions as to the declarations on 
the State administration, and the 
bolting Republicans in the Legislature 
and ‘these resolutions may be ignored 
tomorrow. Gov. Bushnell occupied a 
back seat on the platform today, and 
many of the strongest Hanna men 
object to any resolutions regarding his 
administration or on the action of the 
bolting Republicans. 

When Hon. H. M. Daugherty called 
the convention to order at 4 p. m. the 
only disturbance was that in the section 
of the hall assigned to the Twenty-first 
Congress district. The Hanna dele- 
gates from that district had the tickets, 
but the McKisson delegates got in 
early through the indulgence of an as- 
sistant sergeant-at-arms and pre- 
empted the seats. The other delegates 
crowded into the same seats, and both 
delegations participated, but /Chairman 
Grosvenor put everything through on 
vivi voce voting, so that there was no 
collision. 

Chairman Daugherty, in opening the 
convention, strongly indorsed the war 
against Spain, and the  President’s 

licy, and had read a letter from 
enator Hanna, who expressed regret 
at being unable to accept the invita- 
tion to preside over the convention, as 
he believed he was better serving his 
party by remaining at his post in 
Washington. Congressman Grosvenor 
was temporary chairman, and later be- 
came the permanent presiding officer, 
the temporary organization having been 
made permanent. 

On being introduced as temporary 
chairman, Congressman Grosvenor at 
once entered upon a review of the rec- 
ord of the present national administra- 
tion. He praised President McKinley 
for having resisted the great pressure 
to rush the nation into a war with 


Spain before any preparation could be 
made for carrying on the war. Inci- 
dentally he denounced the element in 
Congress that had so persistently de- 
manded war during the earlier stages 
of the administration's efforts to raise 
the necessary funds to carry on the 
campaign.

“We are confronted with some new 
questjons; new questions of national 
policy. One of them relates to the 
question of whether or not we will 
take, hold and fortify and eternally, 
with the blessing of God, defend the 
Hawaiian Islands as part of the terri- 
tory of the United States. It will be 
the policy of the administration to 
plant the flag of the United States in 
Hawali; to occupy and fortify it, and 
make it a part of the territory of the 
United States, and when the war is 
over, we will then settle the question of 
what sort of a government we will 
have over there. [Enthusiastic cheers.] 

“Momentous issues are before us. 
Great questions of politics growing out 
of the capture—as I believe we shall 
capture—foreign territory; questions 
that will be new in American politics; 
questions that will challenge the 
statesmanship of the hour; questions 
that can be settled by the party that 
made McKinley President better than 
by any party that can be formed in 
the United States. Let us wait. It is 
not important to settle the status of 
the Philippine Islands now. It is not 
important to settle the character of the 
government, the stable government 
which we promise to Cuba. It is not 
proper just now to settle the status of 
Porto Rico, for we have not got sol- 
diers on the soil of Porto Rico, but

The Welcome of Los Angeles for the 


2500 Delegates to the State 
; Convention. 


PROGRAMME FOR THE RALLY. 


ADDRESSES, DISCUSSIONS, REPORTS, 
ELECTIONS AND SONG. 


Busy Workers at the Headquarters 
in the First Baptist Charch—A 
Chamber of Commerce 
Reception. 


The Christian Endeavor hosts are 
gathering in Los Angeles for their 
eleventh annual. State convention. 
Trainloads from the North, a steam- 
erfull from San Francisco, and throngs 
from all over Southern California will 
reach the city: today and tomorrow. 
On Thursday evening, the delegates 
will assemble at the First Baptist 
Church for the opening meeting of the 
convention, and there will be three 
sessions daily until Sunday evening, 
when the great annual consecration 
service will end the gathering in a 
blaze of glory. 

The Los Angeles Endeavorers have 
been hard at work preparing to wel- 
come the visitors. The hospitality of 
private homes will be extended to all 
visiting delegates, the expense of 
whose railroad fare exceeds $10. Spe- 
cial rates have been secured at the 
hotels, and arrangements made for 
excursions to points of interest all over 
this end of the State at reduced 
prices. 

The trains: from the North will be 
All delegates, whether 
from Los Angeles or from outside 
points, must register at the headquar- 
ters in the lower floor of the First 
Baptist Church, between 10 a.m. and 8 
p.m. today, or at the Y.M.C.A. rooms 
between 11 a.m. and 2 p.m. On regis- 
tration each delegate will be sup- 
plied with a badge admitting him to 
all sessions of the convention, and 
with a souvenir programme. President 
Merrill says 2600 delegates will be 
present. 

The new First Baptist Church, on 
Flower street between Seventh and 
Eighth, will be the place for the con- 
vention meetings. There will be ses- 
sions at 8:30 a.m. and 1:30 p.m. daily, 
to which only those wearing the dele- 
gate’s button or the State badge will 
be admitted. The evening sessions, 
beginning at 7:15 o'clock. will be open 
to the general public. The main audi- 
torium of the church holds 1000 people 
comfortably, and another thousand can 
be added to the seating capacity by 
raising the screen between the audi- 
torium and the Sunday-school rooms. 
It is believed that this will be space 
enough during the first meetings. The 
annual consecration. service will un- 
doubtedly attract too large a congre- 
gation for the accommodations, so ar- 
rangements are being made already for 
overflow meetings in the basement, and 
in the English Lutheran and German 
Lutheran churches close at hand.

BONDS FOR THE PEOPLE. 


How Investors May Subscribe for 
the Wer Loan Issue. 


A circular on war loans has been 
posted on the board of the post- 
office of this city. The Secretary of the 
Treasury invites subscriptions from the 
people of the United States for $200,- 
000,000 of the bonds of the 3 per cent, 
loan authorized by the act of Congress 
to provide ways and means to meet 
war expenditures. Subscriptions will 
be received at par before thirty-two 
days, subscriptions being open from 
this date to 3 o'clock p.m., on July 4, 
1898. Bonds will be issued in both 
coupon and registered form; the coupon 
bonds in denominations of $20, $10, 
$500 and $1000, and the registered bon 
in $20, $100, $500, $1000, $5000 and $10,000 
denominations. 

They will be dated August 1, 1898, 
and will be redeemable in coin, at the 
pleasure of the United States, after 
ten years from the date of their issue, 
and due and payable August 1, 1918, 
Persons subscribing for more than $590 
must send in cash or certified check to 
the amount of 2 per cent. of the sum 
subscribed for. For the mutual con- 
venience of the subscribers and the de- 
partment, a blank letter to accompany 
remittances has been prepared, and it 
may beobtained at the offices of the na- 
tional and State banks generally, at the 
several subtreasuries of the United 
States, at any money-order postoffice, 
and at any express office. 

The bonds will be dated August 1, 
1898, and they will be forwarded to 
subscribers atthe address designated 
by them, free of expense for transporta- 
tion, as soon after that date as pos- 
sible. The bonds will be accompanied 
by a check for the amount of interest 
due the subscriber at the rate of 3 
per cént., from the date of his pay- 
ment to August 1, 1898.

It is not surprising that the stead- 
fast friendship shown by our kinemen 
across the sea in the present crisis 
should have drawn from citizens of 
this country q@ warm reciprocal ex- 
pression of kindly feeling; nor is it 
likely that we shall forget. Already, 
that most powerful exponent of the 
nation’s will, the voice of the people, 
has decreed, in grateful recognition of 
the sturdy attitude of Great Britain, 
an entente cordiale between the two 
nations, more lasting, more substan- 
tial, more potent for mutual advance- 
ment, more helpful to the cause of 
universal peace, than the _ strongest 
formal contract of offensive and de- 
fensive alliance that could be framed 
by diplomacy. 


But that the good feeling thus es- 


tabliehed should be taken by some of 
our most serious thinkers as the text 
upon which to advocate a hard and 
fast contract of alliance of the Anglo- 
Saxon race against the rest of the 
civilized world, is to be greatly de- 
plored. Even in times like the pres- 
ent, when national feeling is at high 
tension, it is surprising to read from 
the pen of so conservative a writer us 
the Rev. Lyman Abbott the expres- 
sion of a »ope that ih time there may 
be brought about an alliance between 
the United States, Great Britain and 
her dependencies, embodying, as one 
feature, “A mutual pledge that an 
assault on one should be regarded as 
an assault on both, so that as toward 
other nations these two should be 
united, as the various States of this 
Union stand united toward all other 
States.” 

Other writers, both English and 
American, are urging upon the two 
nations such a course in even more 
unmeasured terms. The Hon. David 
Mills, Canadian Minister of Justice, in 
an article in the North American Re- 
view for May, insists in vehement 
terms that the time for such an alli- 
ance is already upon us—that it is 
even now a pressing necessity to save 
the Anglo-Saxon from the domination 
of the Slavonic races. The main argu- 
ment urged by him in support of this 
view is founded upon recent inroads 
by Russia into Chinese territory. His 
forecast is gloomy indeed: “If,” he 
says, “Turkey, Persia, India and China 
were added to the Russian em- 
pire. . .. Russia would becom 
The F 


cific Ocean would be a Russian lake, 
and her Eastern frontier would rest 
upon the western shore of North 
America.” His conclusion is that 
this “is not a question between Eng- 
land and Russia, but it is a question 
between Saxon and Slav,” and that 
“the interests of the world call for 
an Anglo-Saxon alliance.’’ 

Howevef plausible such views may 
appear ag a superficial glance, there 
are several cogent reasons for  be- 
lieving that they will not appeal to 
the more deliberate judgment of the 
American people. First and foremost, 
the carrying out of such a proposi- 
tion would necessitate the abandon- 
ment of the cardinal principles of the 
Monroe doctrine. This doctrine is 
not, as seems often to be assumed, a 
mere arbitrary, one-sided, “hands-oft”’ 
signal, to be used whenever there is 
a possibility of European aggression 
on American soil. With the same 
strenuousness with which our states- 
men have insisted that we could not 
“suffer the powers of the Old World 
to interfere with the affairs of the 
new,” they have laid down the logical 
corollary that we should not “entan- 
gle ourselves with the broils of Eu- 
rope.’ ‘Washington, Van Buren, Jef- 
ferson, Monroe, were all strong ad- 
vocates of this policy. Van Buren, in 
his correspondence with the Spanish 
Minister in 1829, as to the American 
position on this queston, refers to it 
as “the long-established and well- 
known policy of the United States, 
whieh forbids their entangling them- 
selves in the affairs of other nations.” 
And Mr. Slidell, as chairman of the 
Foreign Relations Committee, in his 
report on the Cuban question in 1859, 
indorses the view so expressed. That 
we should not interfere with the af- 
fairs of European nations nor enter 
into any entangling relations with 
them was considered both by Monroe 
and Jefferson as being an equally im- 
portant part of the Monroe doctrine 
as the more-often quoted declaration 
that “the American continents, by the 
free and: independent condition which 
they have assumed and maintain, are 
henceforth not to be considered us 
subjects for future colonization by 
European powers.” Can we now, in 
order to adjust ourselves to the al- 
leged new condition of things, con- 
sistently dismember the logical com- 
ponents of this doctrine; and, while 
insisting upon interfering in the do- 
mestic affairs and “broils’” of Euro- 
pean nations, at the same time deny 
these nations the reciprocal right of 
interference in the affairs of American 
republics? It would assuredly seem 
that should the time ever arrive when 
a general alliance, offensive and «e- 
fensive, such as Dr. Abbott fore- 
shadows, is contemplated with Great 
Britain, such action on our part must 
necessarily include an abandonment of 
the principles upon which the Mon- 
roe doctrine is founded. ‘That the 
time for taking such a course has ar- 
rived, very few of our citizens would 
be willing to admit. 

But there is an important exception 
to the doctrine as thus broadly stated. 
International law gives us, and we 
have always claimed, the right to 
interfere in the affairs of any foreign 
nation where their action is directly 
or seriously detrimental to our na- 
tional interests. To quote again frofn 
Slidell’s masterly report: 

“The law of our national existence 
is growth. The tendency of the age 
is the expansion of the great powers 
of the world. England, France and 
Russia all demonstrate the existence 


of this pervading principle. So long 
as this extension of territory is the 


result of geographical position, a 
higher civilization, and greater apti- 
tude for government, and is not pur- 
sued in a direction to impede our 
progress, we have neither the right 
nor the disposition to find fault with 
it. Let England pursue her march 
of conquest and annexation in India, 
France extend her dominions on the 
southern shores of the Mediterranean 
and advance her frontiers on the 
Rhine, or Russia subjugate her bar- 
barous neighbors in Asia; we shall 
look upon their progress, if not with 
favor, at least with indifference.” 

The principle recognized in the 
italicized lines gives us the same righi 
to interfere as is possessed by any 
sovereign nation should Russia’s en- 
croachments in Chnia assume such 
proportions, or take such direction, 
as to be detrimertal to our interests; 
and even should that interference take 
the form of an alliance or treaty with 
Great Britain, limited to the special 
purpose of maintaining our interests, 
such a treaty so limited would not 
-be in contravention of the basic prin- 
ciples and theory of the Monroe doc- 
trine. Nor would it excite in other 
nations the antagonism which a geun- 
eral alliance of the Saxon against the 
other races of the world would nec- 
essarily engender. 


It is hardly mecessary, however, to

It is only recently that 


the tocsin of alarm has been sounded 
by the English themselves against 


this advance. One of their leading 
statesmen expressed, not so long ago, 
the opinion that it was only natural 
that Russia should desire a sea port, 
such as the one proposed at Port 
Arthur, which was not ice-bound most 
of the year. Russia herself has re- 
cently officially conveyed to our gov- 
ernment at Washington her assur- 
ances that the operations in Man- 
churia shall in no manner be detri- 
mental to the interests of the United 
States. 

Then it must be remembered that 
such an alliance of Anglo-Saxon 
races, to be of a permanent and gen- 
eral character must of necessity be 
not only anti-Slavic, but also anti- 
Teutonic, and anti-Latin; thus being 
a direct thrust at a large portion of 
our own population. Hundreds of 
thousands of our citizens, liberal, 
progressive, loyal, possessed of all 
the attributes of good citizenship, must 
by language and heredity come under 
the ban of the narrow policy which 
wouldeexclude all but the Anglo-Saxon 
races from a leading part in the march 
of civilization. 

It will be a long time before a gen- 
eral alliance of Anglo-Saxondom is 
necessary, if it ever becomes so. Many 
years will roll by before the Pacific 
Ocean becomes a Russian lake, with 
its eastern frontier resting upon the 
westernshore of North America. Mean- 
time let us rreserve as heretofore our 
independence as a nation, free from 


entangling alliances, offensive and de-. 


fensive, with any other nation, but 
ready always to requite friendship by 
friendship, and to come to the call in 
time of need, whether compelled to 
by treaty or not, of the nation .whose 
sturdy “neutrality” has been of such 
signal aid to us in this crisis. 


. THE MERRIMAC PRISONERS. 

According to a_ special dispatch 
from Madrid to the New York Herald, 
“One reason why the government, 
after much discussion, has finally de- 
cided not to release Hobson and his 
comrades of the Merrimac, was that 
the result of their return to the United 
States would be a popular demonstra- 
tion, resulting in strengtheping the 
jingo party; and further, that from a 
military standpoint, they had seen the 
fortifications of Santiago, and it wus 
therefore impossible to let them out.” 

The first of these “reasons” is 
purely imaginary and frivolous. It 
illustrates in a striking manner the 
crude and erroneous impressions of 
American 
which exist among the Spaniards. 
The idea that the return of Hobson 
and his comrades to the United States 
would in any manner effect our war 
policy, or “strengthen the jingoes,” or 
in any other way exert an appreciable 
moral influence upon the conduct of 
the war, is of course ridiculous. The 
restoration of Hobson and his men to 
our lines is intensely desired by every 
American. At the seme time, the fact 
is fully recognized that they are legit- 
imately held as prisoners of war, and 
so long as they are well treated we 
have no right to complain. 

The second reason given by the 
Spaniards for not exchanging the 
Merrimac prisoners is certainly well 
taken. Should Hobson and his com- 
rades—assuming that they are still 
alive and well—be exchanged at this 
time, they would be able to give a 
great deal of information regarding 
the defenses of Santiago which might 
prove very injurious to’the Spanish 
cause. The Spaniards are therefor 
justified in holding them, for the pres. 
ent, as a measure of war. In our 
patriotic zeal, and our desire for vic- 
tory, we must not lose sight of the 
stern necessities and realities of war. 
If the conditions were reversed—if we 
held important prisoners under simi- 
lar circumstances—we should prob- 
ably refuse to surrender them until 
we could do so without possible in- 
jury to our cause. We cannot, there- 
fore, consistently blame the Spaniards 
for pursuing a course such as we 
should probably pursue under like 
circumstances. 

It is not improbable that Santiago 
de Cuba will soon be captured by the 
forces of the United States. In that 
event, should Hobson and his com- 
panions be still alive, they will be 
released, unless they shall have been 
transferred to some other point. In 
the mean time, the prospects for their 
exchange are extremely dubious. 

But there is one thing which we 
have a right to require of their cap- 
tors, under the rules of civilized war- 
fare. We have a right to require that 
the prisoners shall be treated hu- 
manely. Unfortunately, from our 
knowledge of Spanish character and 
methods, we have reason to fear that 
they may not be treated with the 
kindness due to them as prisoners. 
The Spaniards have a nasty way of 
maltreating their prisoners, and the 
Merrimac heroes will be fortunate in- 
deed if they escape terrible hardship 
and possible torture at the hands of 
their captors. 

But the Spaniards, if they sow the 
wind by maltreating Hobson and his 
brave companions, will reap the 
whirlwind of American wrath. When 
Santiago capitulates to Gen. Shafter, 
some tnousands of Spanish prisoners 
will probably fall into our hands, in- 
cluding, perhaps, Admiral Cervera 
and other Spanish officers. If harm 
comes to the Merrimac prisoners, we 
may be driven to reprisals which will 
not be pleasant for the Spaniards. .t 
is to be hoped, however, that no such 
stern necessity may arise. 


Let‘us hope that Camara’s fleet will 
take a trip to Manila. Admiral Dewey 
and his men are fairly spoiling for 
another fight. But, alas, Camara

THE CITY'S RESPONSIBILITY. 

In replying to the city’s offer of 

$1,300,000 for the Los Angeles City 
Water improvements’ to 
the waterworks plant, the water cem- 
pany raises a doubt as to the ability 
of the city to pledge itself in advance 
to abide by the decision of the board 
of arbitration, to be appointed in ac- 
cordance with the terms of the lease. 
It is pointed out that under the re-. 
quirements of existing law the city 
cannot incur indebtedness in excess of 
current “revenues, without special 
authorization by popular vote, and as 
this vote cannot be held before the 
amount to be paid for the company’s 
improvements has been determined, 
the hands of the city are tied, so far 
as guaranteeing to abide by the terms 
of arbitration is concerned. 
* This is one view of the question. 
Here is another: The lease executed 
by the city to the water company ex- 
pressly provides that the city, at the 
expiration of thirty years, shall pur- 
chase the improvements made by, the 
water company to the original plant. 
It further provides that in case of 
disagreement between the principals 
as to the price to be paid for these im- 
provements, each party to the contract 
shall appoint one person to act as 
arbitrator, and that the two persons 
thus chosen ehall select a third; also 
that “the judgment of the three men 
thus selected shall be final in the 
premises.” Does not the language uf 
this provieton ofthe contract bind 
the city to purchase the improvements 
at the price fixed by the arbitrators? 
Would not the price thus fixed con- 
stitute a legitimate claim against the 
city, under the terms of the lease? 
Such would seem to be the case, from 
a layman’s standpoint, though the 
lawyers an@ the courts might take a 
different view. 

At all events, the city of Los Ange- 
les is entirely responsible for the 
amount of money necessary to pay 
the water company a fair price for 
the improvements which that company 
has made to the original plant, leased 
to it by the city thirty years ago. 
The city is prepared to abide by the 
terms of the contract. If the board 
of arbitration be appointed fairly and 
in accordance with the provisions of 
the contract, the city will certainly 
abide by its decision, provided the 
water company will do the same. - On 
this point there need be no doubt. 
If the company is desirous of reaching 
an amicable conclusion along these 
lines, there need be no insuperable 
difficulty in the way of such a settle- 
ment. The city will meet the com- 
pany half way on any basis of eqtita- 
ble and honorable adjustment, and the 
people will vote bonds in any reason- 
able amount for that purpose. ©

French Minister of For- 
eign Affairs, backed by the Czar of 
Russia, contemplates “opening peace 
negotiations” in the war between the 
United States and Spain. The rumor 
is probably without foundation in 
truth. At all events, it is not likely 
that an attempt of this kind would 
lead to definite results. If peace ne- 
gotiations are to be opened they will 
have to be opened by Spain in order 
to receive considerajion from the gov- 
ernment of the United States.

NOT NEEDED HERE. 


Tin-horn Abchner in Omaha With 
His Dusky Consort, 

Morris Aschner, the sure-thing gam- 
bler, who left this city a few weeks ago 
because things were hotter for him 
here than they are popularly supposed 
to be in hades, is in jailin Omaha with 
his dusky cofAsort for some offense not 
yet ascertained by the local police. If

The first intimation of his arrest was 
received in the following telegram to 
Chief Glass: 

“IT have a man in jail named Morris 
Aschner. -He came from your city with 
a very light negro woman named Ruth 
Bolinger of No. 415 Ducommun street, 
Do you want either of them, and what 
are they? Cc. V. GALLAGHER, 

“Chief of Police.” 

When the Chief read this dispatch he 
smiled a smile of utter satisfaction, and 
called in all the detectives who chanced 
to be in the adjoining room, who also 
seemed pleased at the news, and com- 
mented upon it. “We couldn't cinch 
him, but I hope they do in Omha.,” one 
of the detectives remarked. And that 
seemed to be the general sentiment, for 
Aschner had caused them a lot of 
annoyance and given them trouble. 
Chief of Police Glass promptly sent 
the following reply to the Oniaha 
Chief's telegram: 

“Aschner is a tin-horn gambler and 
lives off Ruth, who formerly kept an 
assignation-house here. He was held 
for, forgery two months ago; escaped 
conviction; prosecuting witness an oc- 
toroon named Edna Cahn; skipped and 
supposed to be with them. Don’t need 
him here. Send him to penitentiary, if 
possible.”’ 

Aschner had been a nuisance to the 
police of this city almost ever since 
his arrival here, about three years ago. 
He came from E) Paso, Tex., with Ruth 
Bolinger, the octoroon mentioned in 
the telegram. When he first anpeared 
here it was as a pool shark, and subse- 
quently he drifted into gambling on a 
picayunish scale. Three months ago 
he robbed an Arizona miner named 
Clark of several hundred dollars in a 
crooked poker game. At the time of 
his arrest for this, he alleged that a 
gambler friend had robbed him of $800 
he had entrusted to him. This story 
was not generally believed. Two 
months ago he was arrested for passing 
a forged check through an innocent 
shop girl, but he escaped conviction on 
a technicality, as he did on the former 
charge. 

It was patent to his acauaintances 
when he left here that his ultimate 
destination was Omaha. He was prac- 
tically driven out of this town, and his 
colored mistress, to prove her loyalty 
to him, closed her bagnio and accom- 
panied him. 


Tyro Wurglars. 

Five Italian boys were arrested yes- 
terday by detectives for burglaries 
committed during the past two weeks. 
Their names are Henry Dazell, Charles 
Catino, Peter Magenti, John Senker 
and Albert Lassino. All of them live 
in the vicfhity of Fourth and Aliso 
streets, and they range in age from 
8 to 12 years.

It was 
found that quite a number of the new 
sumnver uniforms of the patrolmen di 
hot fit properly, and alterations we 
ordered. 


Irrigators who purchase water from 
the city zanja system are making a 
vigorous fight against the city’s enter- 
Ing into any contract whereby any 
person or corporation § shall be per- 
mitted to take water from the river. 
The contract is to be submitted at the 
next meeting of the City Council. 

An interesting suit in Judge Van 
Dyke’s department yesterday sufficed 
to reveal to some extent the right of 
property-owners against a _ trespass 
upon their rights.

OUNFERENCE TOMORROW

EFFORT TO BE MADE TO ARBI- 
TRATE THE WATER QUESTION, 


Suggestion of the Company for an 
Advance Bond Election De- 
clined—Complaint of a Tough Sa- 
loon—Disappointed “Specials.” 


One more step toward the settlement 
of the much-mixed water question was 
taken yesterday by the City Council in 
& special session held to consider the 
reply of the Los Angeles City Water 
Company to the offer of the city to buy 
the property of that company for 


$1,300,000. The special session was not 
of long duration, but the business 
iransacted will have an important 


dearing upon the question, 

At the regular session of the Coun- 
til Monday the water company replied 
to the city’s offer by saying that its 
price could not be accepted, and sug- 
gesting that before the matter was 
submitted to arbitration the city first 
call a bend election to ascertain 
whether the taxpayers would vote 
boncs for the purchase of the plant. 
This reply was considered in executive 
Bession Monday, and was placed in 
the hands of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee under directions to report what 
action it considered necessary at the 
adjourned session of the Council yes- 
terday morning. 

The work of the committee between 
the adjournmert Monday and the time 
of the adjourned session yesterday was 
mot easy. Frequent consultations were 
held with the city’s legal advisers, for 
the committee is resolved to act care- 
fully in the entire proceeding, and not 
give the company any room for tech- 
nical objection to any of its actions. 
The adjourned session was to have 
been held at 10 o'clock yesterday morn- 
ing, and at that hour there were half 
a hundred people in the lobby of the 
Council chamber, expecting the trans- 
action of important business. The 
committee head not completed its re- 
port at that hour, and the members 
were in consultation with the city’s 
counsel, carefully considering just what 
report to make. Under the advice of 
the City Attorney, the report was pre- 
pared and at 10:40 o'clock the Council 
convened. 

Mayor Snyder was in attendance. It 
had been whispered about that he in- 
tended making a water speech, in 
which he would give the Councilmen 
the benefit of what he thought on the 
Subject. He did not deliver any 
Gress, however, but occupied Counci)- 
man Blanchard’s chair, that member 
taking another seat. W. J. Broderick 
Was the only representative of the 
Water company present. Max Lowen- 
thal and Mr. Woltman, representing 
Kessler & Co., the New York bankers 
who desire to interest themselves §n the 
Water. scheme, were in attendance. As 
s00p as President Silver called the 
meeting to order he invited the Mayor 
to @ seat beside him. but His Honor 
préeierred to remain where he was. 

Councilman Nickell moved that the 
. City Clerk be authorized to close h 
oftice at 3 o'clock yesterday 


in order that the employés of that office 
might have an opportunity to attend 
the funeral of Miss Cora Wise, the City 
Clerk's copyist, who died Monday. The 
motion was unanimously adopted. 

-Mr. Nickell, as chairman of the 
Water Supply Committee, then sub- 
mitted the report of that committee on 
the water question. He made no com- 
ment upon it, but simply handed it to 
Deputy Clerk Haskins, who read it, as 
follows: 

“Your Committee on Water Siipply, 
having under consideration the com- 
munication of June 20 from the Los 
Angeles City Water Company, woulda 
recommend as follows: 

“First—That the proposition of the 
water company that an election be 
held for the issuance of bonds before 
the completion of the arbitration, be 
rejected. 

*Second—That your committee be em- 
powered to meet the representatives of 
the water company immediately to ar- 
range the details of the proposed arbi- 
tration of the value of the improve- 
ments on the plant leased to said com- 
pany by the contract of 1868, and sub- 
mit to you the result of their efforts at 
an early date for your approval. 
“Third—-We would also recommend 
that the question of what property 
shall be included in the arbitration be 
submitted to this committee to advise 
with the attorneys for the city and to 
report at the earliest time possible. Re- 
spectfully submitted, 

“FE. M. NICKELL, 
lL. BLANCHARD, 
“CHARLBES H. TOLL,” 

A motion to adopt the report was 
ndopted without division and without 
discussion of the subject. Mr. Nickell 
then stated that the committee had 
meade arrangements to confer with 
representatives of the water company 
at 2 o’clock Thursday’ afternoon, at 
Which time arrangements would be 
made for submitting to arbitration the 
points on which the company and the 
city differed. It was first suggested 
that the next special meeting of the 
Council be held on Thursday, but as 
there would not be time then to re- 
ceive the report of the committee, it 
was finally decided to adjourn until 
Friday afternoon at 2 o'clock. 

Some of the Councilman had been 
informed that Judge Chapman, the 
leading counsel for the water company, 
desired to address the Council on tte 
water question, and Mr. Broderick was 
asked as-to the matter. He said that 
he did not know when Judge Chapman 
desired to speak to the members, al- 
though he wnderstood that he had 
something to say to them. It is prob- 
eble that Judge Chapman will deliver 
his address at the adjourned session 
Friday afternoon, if at all. 


Wants the Alley Now. 


Mrs. Eliza Wilson has filed a com- 
munication to the City Council in the 
City Clerk’s office, in which she states 
her willingness to give a strip of her 
property 226 feet long for the open- 
ing of an alley in the block . bounded 
by Broadway, Hill, Fourth and Fifth 
streets, provided she is not called up- 
on to pay anything additional for the 
opening of the alley. The attempt 
to open the alley caused one of the 
liveliest contests before the City Coun- 
cil that has taken place over any 
street matter in a year. At that time 
Mrs. Wilson was opposed to the im- 
provement of the block on the grounds 
that her property would be greatly 
damaged. 


Opposes an Improvément. 
T. L. Chapman has filed a protest 
in the City Clerk's office in which he 


vigorously opposes the proposed im- 
provement of Colyton street. 


Paid Trxes Twice. . 


O. A. Ivers has petitioned the City 
Council to grant him a rebate of $10.65 
on his taxes, that being an amount 
which he was compelled to pay twice 
on account of a double assessment 
against his property. The fact that 
his property was doubly assessed is 
certified to in his petition by the City 
Assessor. 


OFFICIALLY INSPECTED. 


Police Commissioners Examine the 

New Police Uniforms, 
The members of the police force 
were officially inspected yesterday 
morning by the Board of Police Com- 
missioners in the gymnasium at the 
Police Station. Owing to an impor- 
tant meeting of the City Council Mayor 
Synder did not participate in the in- 
spection, which was conducted by 
Commissioners Preuss, Wyman and 
McLain. All but a few of the men ap- 
peared in new summer uniforms, some 
of them not yet having been supplied. 
The new light helmets had not been 
received, Commissioner Wyman 
called attention to the fact that some 
of the new uniforms did not fit prop- 
erly, and advised the men to take all 
poorly-fitted garments back to the 
tailor, to have the necessary altera- 
tions made. He said he thought the 
men were entitled to all they paid for. 
Attention was called to the numerous 
varieties of shoes worn during the. 
inspection by the men by Commissioner | 
Preuss, who noticed that the styles 
ranged almost from cavalry boots to 
moccasons. At his suggestion an 
order was issued by Chief Glass that 
hereafter only black shoes are to be 
worn on inspection. 


WOULD-BE POLICEMEN. 


Disappointed “Specials” Enraged at 
Some Councilmen, 


The action of the City Council Mon- 
day in approving the recommendations 
of the Finance Committee that no 
special policemen be employed this 
summer to take the places of the regu- 
lar petrolmen during vacation, has 
caused no end of dissatisfaction among 
the fifty or more men who were ap- 
plicants for appointment to such posi- 
tions. Although it was known sev- 
eral days ago what the Finance Com- 
mittee would do, the men after the 
positions relied upon the City Council 
to sit down on the committee's report, 
and employ the men. One of the 
members of the Council was applied 
to by twenty-three persons and asked 
to sign their applications. He signed 
all of them and then voted to sustain 
the report of the committee, whereat 
the applicants are charging him with 
a breach of faith. There were only ten 
places to be filled, but for these ten 
more than sixty applications had been 
made, and each of the applicants “knew 
he would get it.” A dozen or more of 
the disappointed men called at the 
City Hall yesterday to ascertain if the 
action of the Council in the matter had 
been as reported in the morning papers. 


TO REVOKE A LICENSE. 


Investigation to Be Made of a First. 
street Saloon. 


Unless there is a decided improve- 
ment in the morals of the “White 
Wings” saloon on First street near 
Los Angeles, the licensSe of the place 
will be revoked: As was stated in The 
Times yesterday, complaint was filed 
before the Board of Police Commission- 
ers yesterday morning by the owners 
of property in the vicinity of the place. 
The complainants recited in their.com- 
munication that the scenes around the 
notorious saloon were such as to shock 
even persons accustomed to debauch- 
ery. Women, half-clad, constantly fre- 
quented the place, and anybody's 
money. whether that of minors or 
adults, was taken over the bar. ‘ They 
demanded as a means of protection to

discussed at some length by the com- 
mission yesterday, and it was déclared 
that if the facts were as stated in the 
communication, the saloon license 
would be revoked. The matter was _re- 
ferred to Chief of Police Glass for an 
investigation and report. 

Similar reference Was made of a re- 
quest from the Fourth of July Execu- 
tive Committee for the services of 
twenty policemen under a sergeant to 
participate in the parade July 4. The 
commission unanimously accepted the 
invitation of the committee to take part 
in that parade. 

County Tax Collector Merwin re- 
ported to the Police Commission that 
J. F. A. Nash, who keeps a saloon at 
No. 401 South Los Angeles street, 
owed the county $13 for his March li- 
cense, and requested that the Board se- 
cure the payment of the money. Nash 
has been in the saloon business there 
for some time, and recently he filed an 
application for the transfer of his 
lidense. The commissioners did not 
consider it within their province to 
collect county licenses, and no action 
was taken in the matter, but an in- 
vestigation will be made later. . 

The application of Emile Faure for 
license for a saloon at No. 312 Com- 
mercial street was referred to the Chief 
for investigation, with instructions to 
report at the next meetin 

Cc. F. Crane and Jerome , oo were 
appointed special policemen to serve 
without pay from the city. They are 
railroad employés and will serve at the 
depots. 

Applications for appointment as spe- 
cial policemen were filed by A. A. 
Dively, H.. R. Kerlin, F. J. Shanahan 
and J. A. Bilderrain.

Attended the Funeral. 


The City Clerk's office was closed 
yesterday afterroon at 3 o’clock in or- 
der to give the employés an opportun- 
ity to attend the funeral of the late 
Miss Cora Wise, who for nearly two 
years had been a ¢opyist in that office. 
The services were conducted at the 
grave in Rosedale Cemetery by Rev. 
H. K. Walker. They were attended by 
hundreds of former friends of the de- 
ceased. So numerous were the floral 
offerings that the grave was completely 
covered. 


IRRIGATORS PROTEST. 


Merrill’s New Water Pian to Be Vig- 
orously Contested. 


Irrigators who use the water flowing 
through what is known as zanja No, 
7 are preparing to make a strong fight 
against the adoption by the City Coun- 
cil of the contract which will soon be 
prepared by J. C. Merrill, whereby the 
latter is to be given the right to raise 
the undergrouind flow of water in the 
river and divert it for irrigating pur- 
poses to part of the rich but dry lands 
south of the city. They began their 
fight against the project before the 
Council Monday, but in spite of objec- 
tions the preparation of the contract 
was authorized. This action did not, 
as was supposed by many of the 
protestants, carry with it the right to 
establish the system which Merrill and 
others desire to place in the river, but 
was simply an agreement by the Coun- 
cil to consider carefully the matter at 
such a time as the contract shall be 
ready for presentation. 

The plan which Merrill and others 
interested with him seek to follow is 
to sink percolating pipes deep in the 
river bed and from them pump water, 
which he alleges is now going to waste 
and finding an underground outlet to 
the ocean. It-is agreed by those who 
have petitioned for this right that if 
the water supply of the city is at all 
interfered with, the plan will be aban- 
doned. The syndicate is willing to 
place a system in the river bed which 
will cost upward of $12,000, their return 
on this investment being from the 
prospective sales of water which they 
could raise and divert to the farm 
lands south of the city. In addition to 
their fears that their supply of water 
might be diminished, the  irrigators 
who are using water from zanja No. 7 
declare that if a fair return is to be 
expected from such a project thé city 
itself and not any private corporation 
should enjoy the benefits of it. To 
that end they argue that if anything is 
done the city should do it, and not al- 
low any person or corporation to dab- 
ble in the water supply of the city, or 
deal with the irrigators who are de- 
pendent upon that supply for their 
crops. Several protests have been pre- 
pared, and yesterday morning they 
were circulated among the interested 
ranch-owners and business men with a 
view to inducing the City Council to 
ebandon the entire scheme, 


IAT COURT HOUSE; 


JUST BY MISTAKE. 


AN ADVERTISING BOARD ON THE 
WRONG LOT, 


Chopped Up by the Indignant Lot- 
owner—His Firewood Comies 


High, but No Damages Allowed 
for His Act of Destruction, 


An advertising agent shares with the 
insurance solicitor the honor of being 
accounted so clever in his business 
dealings that he is never caught nap- 
ping. Yesterday, however, a suit was 
up for trial before Judge Van Dyke 
wherein an advertising man was most 
assuredly and confessedly caught nap- 
ping, albeit he turned the matter to his 
own advantages, owing to the over- 
zealous actions of his opponent. 

The suit was one brought by H. G. 
Wilshire, of the advertising company 
that bears his name, against C. A. 
Neil, to recover $30, the value of an 
advertising board that was torn down, 
and $20 as damages. It appeared that 
the plaintiff, Wilshire, last February 
desired to erect an advertising board 
at the junction of Downey avenue’‘and 
Johnson street. At one corner the de- 
fendant Neil owned some iand, the 
Wilshire property being diagonally 
across from it. To make a long story 
very short, the workmen sent to put 
the advertising board, erected it on the 
wong lot, and Neil had the doubtful 
pleasure of seeing his premises deco- 
rated by a huge board, bearing on its 
front flaming devices of various kinds. 
It remained there for about two weeks, 
and then Neil cut the structure down, 
chopped it up and used it for firewood. 
Right there is where, from a legal 
standpoint, he showed lack of judg- 
ment. If the unsightly board had been 
cut down, and the remains thrown out 
upon the street, the owner would faye 
been justified, as a trespass had been 
committed, and a reasonable time had 
elapsed for the trespass to have been 
remedied by removal. As it was, Neil 
not only cut down the board, but_re- 
ceived benefit from it, inasmuch as he 
used it for firewood. In such case, jude- 
ment for $30, the actual value the 

was given by the court in favor 
of the plaintiff. 


MRS. KNOX INSOLVENT. 


Old Debts Wiped Out and the Slate 
Made Clean. 


Mrs. Julia Knox yesterday filed her 
petition in insolvency, with liebilities 
set at $1444.50, and assets nil.

The story of how these debts came 
to be incurred recalls several distinct 
proceedings in the courts. The first 
was when Mrs. Platt and Mrs. Knox 
were arrested for arson, on the charge 
that they had fired, so it was alleged, 
the house they rented at Pico Heights, 
for the purpose of getting the insur- 
ance on their furniture and general ef- 
fects. At the preliminary examination 
the case against Mrs. Knox, was dis- 
missed, but Mrs. Platt was tried for 
the offense and eonvicted, but the ver- 
dict was set aside by Judge Smith, and 
the case fizzled out and was ultimately 
dismissed. 

When the woman first got into dif- 
ficulty, Mrs. Knox was in a serious fix, 
for she had no ready money, but in her 
emergency, Mrs. Driscoll came to her 
aid and lent her what she needed to 
pay her attorneys a retaining fee, and 
incidental expenses. After the 
clouds blew away, Mrs. Driscoll wanted 
her money, but couldn't get it, and she 
thereupon sued Mrs. Knox in the 
Township Court to recover on her note 
for $200. While testifying in that case, 
Mrs. Knox testified on the stand most 
positively that though she had signed 
some note in the law office of Gen. 
Pierce, it was not the note produced 
in court; nor was it for $200. Judgment 
for the amount, with interest and costs, 
was given in favor of Mrs. Driscoll, 
notwithstanding Mrs. Knox’s* strong 
denial of the validity of the note, and 
a few days later she was arrested on 
the charge of perjury. She was ex- 
amined, held to answer, and upon the 
case coming to trial, was- acquitted. 
Lucien Earl, Esq., defended Mrs, Knox 
on her trial, and he, with Dalton, are 
the only two whose claims-are se- 
cured by mortgage. , 

In filing her petition in insolvency, 
Mrs. Knox asks the court to set apart 
the place at Pico Heights as a home- 
stead, and while this may be done, it 
will of course be subject to ‘the mort- 
gages against it that are now extant. 
As for the other creditors, they may 
whistle for their money.

A Lincoln Park Property-owner 
| Wants Heavy Damages. 

The condemnation suit of the Pasa- 
dena and Los Angeles Electric Railway 
Company against George R. Cooper 
was on triel in Departmerit Three be- 
York yesterday. The 
strip of land sought to be condemned 
is about 892 feet wide and 226 feet in 
length, running in front of lots 19, 20 
and 21 of the Lincoln Park tract at 
South Pasadena. The railroad has 
operated over this strip for about 
three years, but it has heretofore been 
impossible for the company and the 
owner of the property to arrive at any 
point of agreement regarding the value 
of the strip of land appropriated, and 
the damage to the lots by reason of the 
electric road passing in such manner. 

The Los Angeles Terminal Railway 
runs in front of the property in dis- 
pute, and outside the electric company’s 
tracks, while the Southern Cali- 
fornia Railway runs in the rear 
of the property. The electric railway, 
in order to keep off «he Terminal Rail- 
way’'s right-of-way, had to come close 
onto the lots facing the Arroyo Drive, 
and the main point of contention on 
the part of the property-owner is that 
this has cut off ready access to his 
property. <A claim for $2000, value of 
the strip appropriated, as well as dam- 
ages, is put forward, but the electric 
road denies any damage warranting 
the payment of any such sum. The 
further hearing in the case will be 
contipued today.

Disgusted With the Brand of Justice 
: Dispensed by Justice Morrison. 
6 Awarded a Cake Basket, but

npake Mrs. Mary Dugan of No. 
£51 Ceres avenue, yesterday afternoon 
“after Justice Morrison pronounced 
“judgment in a case in which Mrs. 
Dugan was interested. Needless to say, 
“the judgment was largely against Mrs. 
“—Pugan, hence her poor opinion of the 
-brand of justice dispensed by the 
court. 

The case which was decided so much 

to the dissatisfaction of Mrs. Dugan 
was a peculiar one. The facts as 
brought out in court were substanti- 
ally as follows: 

» Mrs. Dugan has apartments to let 

“on Ceres avenue. These were taken 
some weeks ago by J. Kessinger, wife 

; and two children. All went wel) at 

~first and Mrs. Dugan proved herself to 
be a most accommodating landlady. 
She not only helped to take care of 

»Mrs. Kessinger’s babies, but furnished 

“toys for them to play with, as well as 
many dainty articles of apparel for 

«the little ones. 

“ It is the custom of the Dugans to 
send out for a can of beer every after- 
noon, a habit vulgarly termed “rushing 

«the growler,” and Mrs. Dugan invari- 

*ably regaled Mrs. Kessinger wtih some 
of the beverage, at least so she testi- 

“fied in court, and all went merry as 

“@ marriage bell. 

But all good things must have an 
‘end, and without saying a word about 
‘it, the Kessingers one day loaded up 
“all their belongings and moved to a 

place which they rented at Twentieth 
<street and Central avenue. Mrs. Dugan 

‘epays she did not mind their moving 
their own things, but she did object 

to having property which she had 

“loaned them carted away. 

After the removal Mr. Kessinger 
,_returned to the Dugan residence os- 
yetesibly to pay Mrs. Dugan for any 
“claims she might have against him. 

But he was met by Mrs, Dugan, her 

“husband and her sister, Miss McCau- 

»ley, all in a very angry mood, and be- 
fore he could talk business, he alleges, 

he was assaulted by all three. At least

that Kessinger should take away, as

place. Kessinger says he thought Mrs. 


” Dugan was going to hit him with the 


“jar of slops, but he warded off the 
* blow; and Mrs. McCauley got a good. 
share of the contents, the rest bé- 
ing spilled over the floor ‘and bed, 
Then Kessinger: made his escape. 
Mrs. Dugan reported this incident to 
Deputy -District' Attorney Chambers, 
and wanted him to issue a complaint 
for battery against Kessinger, but Mr. 
Chambers could not see that the spill- 
ing of the chamber slops constituted 
battery, even though Miss McCauley 
_Was saturated. Mrs. Dugan then as- 
serted that the Kessingers took with 
them a lot of baby clothes, a toy loco- 
motive, a rubber ball, some napkins, 
towels, a bedspread, a silver cake 
basket and some other articles belong- 
ing to her, when they changed their 
place of residence. She desired to have 
them prosecuted, for petty larceny for 
taking these things. 

The Deputy District Attorney advised 
proceedings under a search warrant, 
so that the property claimed by Mrs. 
Dugan might be brought into court, 
and its ownership judicially deter- 
mined. Mrs. Dugan first made a per- 
sonal demand for the chattels. She 

| Says she was told by Kessinger to go 
to a warmer climate than Logs An- 
geles. Then the search warrant was is- 
—, and the goods were brotght into 
court. 

Testimony as to the ownership of the 
property was taken by Justice Morri- 
son Monday afternoon. Mrs. Dugan, 
her husband and sister, Miss McCauley, 
all testified that the articles in ques- 
tion were the property of Mrs. Mrs. 
Dugan, and had only been loaned to 
the Kessingers. Kessinger and wife 
testified that everything except the 
sake basket was presented to Mrs. Kes- 
singer and her children by Mrs. Du- 
gan. Mrs. Kessinger was to pay $1.50 
for the cake basket, as soon as she got 
some money that she expected to re- 
celve from Ohio, but payment for rea- 
sons that are obvious was never made. 

During the proceedings Mrs. Dugan 
and Miss McCauley so frequently inter- 
rupted the other witnesses with con- 
tradictions that Justice Morrison lost 
his temper and threatened to punish 
them for contempt of court. The pro- 
seedings were further enlivened by the 
Jevious line of cross-examination con- 
ducted by Attorney Allender for the 
iefense, The astute advocate’s insin- 
uations were oft-times exasperating to 
the last degree, but he found a match 
for hig wit in the keen repartee of Mrs. 
Dugan, who countered his thrusts at 
every turn, and sent her own shafts 
of irony home with an adroitness that 
was relished by all except the luckless 
lawyer, who was made the butt of his 
own jokes. 

After deliberating over the case 
twenty-four hours, Justice Morrison 
yesterday afternoon rendered a decision 
awarding the toys and baby clothes, 
as well as all other articles in dispute, 
save one, to the Kessingers. Mrs. Du- 
gan was awarded the cake basket, al- 
though she did not get the cake, That 
is why Mrs. Dugan moralizes on the 
vanity of trying to live honestly when 
the things that are Caesar’s are not 
rendered unto Caesar. 


ALLEGERRO WILL RECOVER. 


* Not Seriously Hurt by His Fall from 
the Wentzel Building. 


José Allegerro, the laborer who fell 
from the Wentzel building, in course 
of construction on Broadway near 
Fourth street, is not as dangerously in- 
jured as was at first supposed. Though 
he fell a distance of thirty-five feet, 
his constitution withstood the shock, 
and, aside from the bandages on his 
head, one would not know he had been 

' {injured or that he had met with such 
a serious accident. On awaking yes- 
terday morning on a cot in the Receiv- 

_ ing Hospital, he called for a cigarette 

~ and puffed away as if he enjoyed it 
and felt no pain. It was at first in- 
tended to send him to the County 
Hospital, but he explained that he 
had an aunt living on Ord street, and 

‘upon her request he was sent to her 
house late yesterday afternoon.’ He is 
in a fair way to recover rapidly. 

Allegerro is thought to have been on 
a debauch last Sunday, for when he 
came to his work Monday morning it 
was apparent to those employed with 

’ him in the erection of the building that 
he was shaky. It was shortly after he 
had commenced his labor that an ar- 

gument was begun by some workmen 
on the scaffolding, thirty-five feet from 
the ground. Allegerro’s duty was to 
bring the bricks to the scaffolding in a 
wheelbarrow, and he was doing this 
when attracted by the crowd. He lis- 
tened mechanically what they were 
saying, and spoke to them over his 
shoulder as he continued to push. his 
wheelbarrow before him, but when he 
got to the landing, in some unaccount- 
_able manner he missed his footing and 


fell, with the wheelbarrow after him. 
Midway in his fall he struck on @ 


-acantling and snapped it in tyo, but 


was in turn struck by the wheelbar- 
row. The force of the concussion has- 
tened his fall, and in another instant 
he lay senseless in the cellar of the 
building. He threw out his hands for 
protection as he fell, and struck only 
partially on his head. His skull was 
only slightly fractured, and the inter- 
nal injuries, as before stated, are not 
thought to be serious. 


‘SMALL FRY IN COURT. 


Police Rounding Up Bad Boys for 
Various Offenses. 

When big game is scarce, the ever- 
present sleuths of the police force con- 
tent themselves with bagging small 
fry. Three more small boys, Will Haily, 
Hen Haily and Herman Keller, were ar- 
rested in Dogtown yesterdown by Offi- 
cer Lennon, as particeps criminis with 
Leon Bailey and George Mead, in the 
stealing of some plumbing fixtures 
from the Southern Pacific Company. It 
appears that the boys wanted some 
sinkers for their fishing lines, so they 
made a raid on Uncle Collis’s property, 
and despoiled the poor old man of cer- 
tain lead pipes which they proceeded to 
convert into sinkers. Railway Detec- 
tive Miles‘ Bowler swore out warrants 
for the bold buccaneers, and Officer 
Lennon rounded up the whole five in 
two days. Justice Morrison set their 
trial yesterday for Friday at 2 o’clock 
and released the urchins on their own 
recognizance. 

Manuel Mosquiera and John Valasco, 
two small boys who are alleged to have 
had a hand in the assault on Mrs. 
Cooner, for which three other boys 
are now doing time in jail, were ar- 
raigned before Justice Morrison for dis- 
turbing the peace. An attorney ap- 
peared for them, and tried to have 
them released on their own recogni- 
zance, but the court insisted on $10 
cash or $25 bond bail, so the boys were 
remanded pending trial, or until bail is 
furnished. A jury trial was demanded, 
which was set for June 27. 

Three colored boys, Arthur Shaw, 
Tom Bass and William Alexander, were 
examined by Justice Morrison on the 
charge of burglary, and held to answer 
in $500 bail each. It is alleged that 
they raided Carter’s bicycle shop on 
North Main street and stole some bicy- 
cle fixtures.

LOS ANGELES BANKS. An inter- 
esting chart was prepared several 
years ago by F. W. Wood of the Los 
Angeles Railway, who is a close student 
of financial subjects. He has kept it 
up to date since then. The chart shows 
at a glance the rise and fall of the de- 
,osits, loans, cash capital and reserve 
and investments; that is to say, the to- 
tal assets and liabilities of all the 
banks in Los Angeles sinse January 1, 
L884. 

The deposits commencing in 1884 at 
$3.500,000, declined slightly until July, 
i885, when they started on a tremen- 
fous bound, lasting until January, 1888, 
when the deposits reached the large 
figure over $12,000,000. Then, there was 
a rapid decline, unt, toward the end 
of 1889, the deposits dropped to a little 
over $9,000,000. From that time there 
“vas a gradual rise until the panic of 
i893. when there was a sudden drop of 
$2,000,000. Then came another rise until 


January. 1896, when the deposits 
amounted to over $13,000,000. From 
January, 1896, to January, 1897, there 


was a rapid decline, the lowest point 
touched being a little less than $1l,- 
»00,000, since which date there has been 
a very rapid rise, the deposits now 
amounting to nearly $15,000,000. It is 
A noteworthy fact that the loans have 
followed the course of the deposits, ex- ° 
cept in 1888, at the close of the boom, 
when the wise conservatism of the 
banks caused them to refuse to follow 
the upward movement and thus 
averted disaster. The capital and re- 
perve of the banks shows a steady and 
rontinuocus increase from January, 1884, 
until the panic vear of 1893, when there 
was a slight fall. Since July, 1894, the 
capital and reserve has remained al- 
most steady.

GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


THE WEST COAST OF MEXICO. 
Prof. E. E. Coffey. secretary of the 
International Club of San Diego, gives 
the following information regarding 
the great undeveloped resources of the 
west coast of Mexico: 

“The most northern and forming 
boundary with the United States is 
the State of Sonora, with a population 
of 154,342; to the south the State of 
Sinaloa, 223,684 inhabitants. The 
ritory of Tepic follows with 125,294 
people; below, the important State of 
Jalisco, containing 1,159,341 inhabitants: 
then Colima, with 69,547: Michoacan, 
$34,933; Guerrero, 332,857; Oaxaca, 773,. 
319, and lastly, Chiapas (not counting 
the Japanese colony,) forming the 
frontier State of Guatemala. South of 
our own State lies the Territorial pen- 
insula of Lower California, with 34,668 
people; a total of 4,027,756 The two 
first mentioned States are essentially 
devoted’ to mining industries, though 
agriculture is well represented. Far- 
ther south, Colima is purely agricul- 
tural, while in Jalisco, to the north and 
Michoacan to the south, agricultural 
and mining industries are evenly di- 
vided. But the State of Guerrero, 
whose shipping port is Acapulco, soon 
to be connected with the nation’s cap- 
ital, is perhaps least developed, and, I 
have no hesitancy in saying, is destined 
to be the richest mining section in the 
republic of Mexico.
